S in the diſpoſition of the Fabricke of 


the great Worlde, appeareth a Superioritic 
and Inferioritie, in ſublunarie thinges, ruled by the 
cceleſtiall influences of Sunne, Moone, &c, ( as Phi. 
> loſophers teach) and amongſt particular ſenfible crea» 
tures, ſeverally conſidered,there is one gyz2dominant, & 
Man over all, as His voued:o1i2, Genes. 2, importeth: And, asin 
the little Worlde | Man ] the Soule hath Soveraignitie over the Bodiez 
ruling it, or which at thelcaſt ſhould cule ; it beeing ſubje& ro none, 
but tothe Creator, and His Spirit, by which onlie it ought co bee gover- 
ned, and directed ; Even ſo, among(t Men there is one Soveraigne in a 
Nation, having ſupcrioritie and rule aboue others ; him-ſclfe ſubje& to 
none, butto GOD, co Whom hee oughr Homage, and ſubmiſſion 
to bee governed and guided by Him ; as is evident out of this Text; 
which, as ic poyarech at his duetieco GOD; ſoit implyeth his Soye- 
- raignitie over oihers, and diſcharge there-of ; And therefore , Jyke the 
Pilote, diretech him, to looke with che one Eye to GOD, and with 
the other tothe Ruddcer of the Common=wealth , or Man. a 
In the Text, there is a Circumitance of importance, and a Przcept, 
co bee conlidered ; before the Circumſtance, a Note of Connexion is 
i f- Przfixed 
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10 GODS WwORD 
prefixed inthe particle [ 4nd] which is lyke Ianas, looking backward 
and forward . By it is ſhowne, That as G OD gaue direction, thac 
che King ſhould nor bee a Stranger: for woe to that Land, where a 
Stranger reigneth : That hee ſhould noc multiply Horſes, to put hi; truſt 
in Armour, and mulcitude of Horſes: Nor multiply Wyuecs, to doate 
on the pleatures of the Fleſh, to become effxminare: Nor to confide in 
Afﬀfiances, and Allyes : Nor multiply Golde and Silver : But, in ſtead of 
all cheſc, co cake this [ Aud] exegetically : Hee ſhould have the Law of 
G OD before his Eyes, and feare GOD. This ſhould bee a Guarde, 
this a Sworde, and this a Treaſure. And hee thatdid this, ſhonld nor 
inlackeany of the other three: as the Ratification of the Wiſh of young 
King SALomoN, GODS IzDiDian, ſhoweth: to whom, 
becauſc hee asked Wiſdome, Ritches and Honour were alſo given. 


" When he ſitteth wpon the Throne of his Kingdome— . 


 b His Circumſtance is generally and particularly to bee explayncd. 
Generally , z/hen bee fitteth ; chat is, when hee ſhall bee eſtabliſhed 
and confirmed in his Kingdome, then hee ſhould haue a care of GODS 
Worde. The Leſſon may bee: Kinges confirmed in their Kingdomes, 
ſhould haue a care of Religion; becauſe, before that tyme;, they can nor 
hauethinges ſo ſolidly ſetled as they would, Dav1D eſtabliſhed, ca- 
reth for the Tabernacle : and by ſerling it, hee knew that GOD had 
confirmed his Kingdome, loas n beeing crowned, careth for repa- 
ring the Houſe of GOD, Ios1as lykewyſe, for Reformation. 
ConSTANTINE aymed often, for the eſtabliſhment of Chriſtiani- 
tie: but his Colledges, and his Warres agaynft che Tyrantes, Mazentius, 
Licinius , croſſed his deſignes, But no ſooner ſetled hee the Empire, bue 
hee ſer him-ſelfe for eſtabliſhment of Religion ;: as that famous Coun» 
cellar Nic@za witneſſeth. Secondly, vnderthis another poynt lure 
ketch : That as for ſctling of Religion , a confirmed eftate is to bee wi- 
ſhed, as GOD ſhowed to David by NATHAN, That Hee 
would giue peace to his Sonne SALOMON, who ſhould builde Him 
an Houſe : So they, who intendeto ſettle Religion, would hane Autho- 
ritie from GOD. lt /zz«h,or yet /ziab, meddle with the Taberna- .. 
cle, or the Altar, without a Warrand; the one dieth , and the other be- 
commeth a Leaper, Thirdly, Sitteth z to wit, peaceably : the phraſe 


importeth ſo much. Thus, for this ſecling, Peace (if ir may be had vpon 


Zquall conditions) is moſte requiſite, For, as commonly Leges inter

«rms filent : So, Religle &r pietas exulant 3 caffris. And, O quam dulce eff 
women Pacisi By this the Hebrewes expreile all Happineſſe, and perfe- 
ion of living, This the Angels, moſte gladly, congratulare vnro 
Men, This CHRIS.T, mofte car-fully, - bequeatherh co His Dif- 
ciples. This the Apoſtles, moſtc earneſtly, enjoyne. This the Spirit 
of GOD, moſftecrioully entreaterh, and commandeth vs to follow, 
and ſceke, with all men: which the GOD of Peace grant. 


Particularly, the Perſon { Hee: ] che Eſtabliſh nent { Sittetb ; ] and 


thirdly, where-in The Throne of Hu Kingdome are to bee diſtinguiſhed. 

' >The Perſon is | Hee] of whom che LORD ſpake in the former 
verſes: the King « This Kingly governement amongſt Nations, conſi- 
ſting of Magittracie, Lawes, and People; as it is vndoubtedly the oldeſt, 


and moſt renowned: ſoit is moſt proficable, and beſt . For, firſt, it re- 


ſembleth G O'D in His Soveraignitie. Thus the Heathen imagining 
a perfe& Governement, would needes haue a King amongſt che gods,as 
Ariftotle and Cicero contetſe, The King then, lyke G O D abouc, contt- 
nually careth for his SubjeRes, lyke Clowdes dropping Rightcouſneſle. 
Secondly, the light of Nature nor onely acknowledgeth this forme of 
Governement moſt ancient, as thoſe former Philoſophers cited, and Salus 
fins, and Trogus Pompeius, witneiſe : but lykewyſc hath eftecmed it beſt, 
The foure Monarchies, as the Spirit of G O D fore-ſeeth them in Daniel, 
are founded in this Governementz if wee conlider them decyphered 
eyther in Nebucbadnezars Image, or in the parcicular Viſion of the Beaſtes. 
There is noexceprion agaynit chis , bur of the Rewanes, whoſe Empyre 
was founded in che kingly Governement; and it came tothe topand 
height chere-by, when Ialins Ceſar rooke the whole ſwey there-of vpon 
him-ſelfe. As for the name EmypERxovRy, where-by they ftyled 
their Governours, it was in deteſtation of thename K 1 8 6, becauſeof 


Tarquin. ſaperb, Not-with-ftanding, the power and manner of Regiment, 


was all one ; as the people ar the creating of the firſt Conſules, by ſeeing 


the ewelue Faſces, did feare, and confeiſe. Wee may readein Herodote, * 


after the (Jaughter of the Magi, that the Nobilitie of Perſia, ( altho Ottanes 
and Megabyſes diilwaded) concluded the kingly Governement to bee 
beſt. Livias reporteth, afrer the diſcerping, or away-taking of Romulus, 
there b=cing an inter-Regnum for a yceare , the Senare and People both 
condiſcending and concluding the kingly Governement to bee beſt ; did 
chooſe Names Pompilius, altho a Stranger, ro bee King . Auguſtus Caſery 
ayming ar his owne tranquilitie and reſt, ofren intended a Reſignation 
of his Otfice, co che Senate, But finding it hurtfall,and dammageablero 
the Common-wealth,determined che Princely Governement to bee beſt. 


B 2 Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, by this forme manyeſt of the Common-wealthes haue beene 


ruled, and it hath continued longeſt; for both AR rs TOcRaATIA, 
and DEMOcRATIA, where they haue beene in requeſt amongſt 
people, they haue beene ofcen altered , and had ſhort footing ; Yea, 
where-ſo-cver they areto day, or haue beene , they arc forced to berake 
chem to the Monarchicall Governement, as their laſt Refuge ; both tor 
eſtabliſhing of the Common-wealth, and for Peace and Warres. This 


was evident among the Rowanes , chooſing their Ditators. This is 


clearc amongſt the Venetians to day , chooling their Dukes. Fourthly, 
this forme is moſte profitable, in Peace and Warres. Demofthenes tolde 


the Athenians, thar Matters-went beſt with the Common=wealth, when 


the King was Furniſher, and Treaſurer, and needed not to abyde Mens 
determinations, and Purſes And, as no man can deny, in a Common- 
wealth, that one evill man, is leſTe evill, than many : So, for managing 
Effayres of Eſtate, one good Man, in ſupreame Authoriticy is better, and 
more expedient, than many « For in multitude, often-tymes , there is 
confuſton,not onely of Voyces and Willes; but of Witts and Vores, and 
diverſe diftraions and impediments; ſome too ſlow , with Fabius and 
Attilius ; ſome too raſh and headie, wich Sempronias Flamminizs , and 
Terentius V arrs : ſo that oft, Scinditar incertum ſtadia in contraria vulgus: and 
that Proverbe of W o MEN 1s moſte frequent, Dam molicnter, dum co- 
nuntur anuus ef: belides that Null fides regni ſocis : yea, Owniſque pote- 
ſtas impatiess conſortis erit , And, to dreame, that all will beg of one 
mynde, is PLATO&ks Chimera of his Common=wealth. Fiftlic, 
CHRISTES Governement coinmeth our vnder this Name A King- 
dome of Grace heere, and of Glory heere-sfrer. Sixtly , this yas the 
forme eſtabliſhed by G O D amongſt His People, firſtone Moszs, 
thenone Ilos ava, and one Tudge after another. And laſtly', nor 
onely in Subſtance, as before, butin Name, KinGts. Then, to con- 
clude, the Perſon { Hee ] is the King , having a Princely , and Monar- 
chicall , Governemenr , 

The Eſtabliſhment is [ Sittetþ] principally eſtabliſhed by the Kin 
of Kinges ; and, ſubordinately, by other meanes. Thus His [ Sittivg ] 
is by a double Right: one principall, the ocher ſubalcernative. The ſub- 
ordinate meanes are diverſe ; ſome-tymes by Ele&ian, which altho, it 
was firſt, as many Hiſtoriographers report; yetit had ſmall footing, and 
great encomberances; as the Hiſtorie of this Kingdome( belides others ) 
in making choyſe of one, which was a meet Man, of the Fergufian blood, 
( before Kenneth che firſt) can witnefſe » This Forme was in the -infan- 


cic of theWorlde , when men were choſen, for their Heroycall Vertues

their SubjeRes, as Parentes for their Children, Burchere-after, an 
now, Men are choſen, not ſo much for their Goodneſle, as Greatneiles 
And , there-fore, commonly , their Reigne beeing only for their lyfe 
tyme, thar fa}eth our , which Tyberius feared, of the change of Goyer» 
nours of Provinces ; 7 bat new Flees byte ſore. Secondly, ſome-tymes 
by Conqueſt, by the Sword, and Oppreſhon, Men cometo Kingdomes: 
not onely as Pyrrbus ſayde, Detur acutiorem gladium babenti: but as the 
Spirirof G 0 © ſaycth, I tranſlate Empyre from N ation , for the fonnes 
of the People, Not onely is Nimrod a mightie Hunter beforethe LORD g 
bur many Barbarian Kingdomes , were tounded by this meane: that fe- 
Hum unius , hath beence exemplum ad multos, Thele Kinges made theme 
ſelves abſolute Lordes, over mens perſons and goods; andruled their 
SubjeRes, as a Maſter doeth his Slaues » Thirdly, ſome-tymes by Suce 
ceſſion, hereditarily ; which in ſome kingdomes was not abſolute; as 
amongſt the Lacedemoniens; who onely in tyme of Warres had abſolute 
power, but notin Peace Bur, for the greateſt parr, this forme is abſo» 
lute, in many kingdomes z and hath becne counted of olde, and newe 
lyke-wyſc, moſtetlure, and with leaſt diſturbance, where the Heyre is 
knownez and G 0D lyketh beſt of this, as His Promiſe co Dav1 Dz 
for the continuation of his Linage, teſtifieth. And, by this forme, ſome 
of the Learned obſeruc, that CHRIST, as Man, borne of the Royall 
Race, had Right to the Crowne of I'vDan: and, there-fore, Herod 
was affrighteds Bur CHRIST tolde Pilate, His Kingdome was not 
of this Worlde. All theſe ſubordinate meanes, are direted by thae 
principall deſignation of G OD. In the fifteenth Verſe of this Chapter, 
Thou ſhalt in any nyſe, ſet him King over thee, Whom the LORD 
thy GOD ſhall chooſe >. The Wiſedome of the Faturs faycth, 
By mee_ Kinges reigne_, PRO V. viije Verſ, 15 The principall 
Right, then, is by GOD S appoyntment, where-by Kinges fie ypon 
their Thrones, Thercefore, althothe King hath no Superiour vpon 
Earth, bur ( as Tertallian ſayerh)) Rex ſolus D E O minor: and, Licet corans 
DEO, Reges ſunt homines, tamen coram bominibus, ſunt Dii; yet fill hee 

' holdeth of chis Grand Signior, GO D ; whole Vice-gerant,and Vicar, 
hee is vpon Earth. For, as the ISR AzL1iTEes could not abyde 
GOD , ſpeaking in HIS MAazRST1E; So, neyther can Man 
abyde H I M , ruling in HIS MicHr: And, there-fore, - 
Hee fayde to MoSESs, If I ſhould abyde amongit them, 1 ſhould breaks + 
ont , and conſume them. _ © | 
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Sinee Rage: fieby GOD, and arecalled Gods, then they ſhould . 


carriein them-[elues the Image of GOD , not only azall men in gene- 
rall, but after a more {peciall manner; ſhowing and manifeſting the 
Stampe and CharaRer of the Image of G O D ; beeing good, as GOD 
is good: and vling their goodnetle, for the good of G DS people: 
diiſolving, by practiſe, che ſcruple of that Queſtion ; That principally 
they were made Kinges for the people z becing Patres Patriz, and Keges 
erant untricii tus. Secondly, ifthe King fic ſupreame Governour by 
GOD, that Poppleof the Pan of ſnne, cxalcing him-ſelfe aboue all 
that is called God, is abominable: yea, h&, and his Locuſts, are cne- 
mies to the Ordinanceof GOD; teaching a new Doctrine, De difþoſs- 
tione regnorum, depoſutioue regumy de appellatione, & religatioue ſubditorum: which 
was not from the beginning . Otto Frigen, Sigebert Everbard, yea, Onupbrius 
( alcho Defeuſor papely dignitatis ) teſtitie, that Hildebraud ( for manners a 
Brand of Hell ) was che firſt that hatched, and ſpued our, ſuch poyſon, 
excommunicating , and depryving, HENR x# the fourth, ANNo 


DomsNnis 1077. And there-afcer, Alexander che third, did treade 


the Emperour FaxeDERIcKE vnder his feete» Neyther were 30 
nifacins Arguments before in requeſt; alcho, ſince thatryme, they haue 
beene forcible, to make the Kinges drunken, wich the Poyſon of thar 


_ Wihozeof Wabylon : yer they are of lictle worth, Paſce Oves, (tgmifying 


tothe Clergie, rather co feede, with wholſome Doctrine, than Rege, & 
dominare:; For Hee that enjoyned the one to Paſtores, inhibired chem che 


" other Secondly, Ecceduo Gladii: PETER is reproved, for viing one 


of them, and cauſed pur ic vp, &c. The Apoſtles, and Primi:iue 
Church, living vader moſte bloodie Tyrantes, taughrnorfuch Do- 


 frrine, nor perſwaded the People to any Revolt, Bur, contrary-wyle, 


Tuftine M artyr, [reneus, Tertullian, and orhers, who wrote Apologies for 
the Chriſtians, ſhowed, that they prayed tor che lyues of Emperoures, 
a peaccable Eſtace, ſound and wyſe Counſellours, and tout Souldiours 
to them. And if any prztende the paucitie of Chriſtians, che Hiſtorie 
confuteth them : not onely of 4ntoninus Philoſoph, legion , and Tertall, 


wryting, that the Cities were full of Chriſtians :; but of Toveanus crying, 


hee could not bee Emperour, becauſe hee was a Chriſtian . All che peo- 
pleand Souldiours cryed out , Chriftiani ſums. But Bellarmine, Lib. 2, 
Cap. 29. de —_ cloſeth thus; Whyle Heathen Princes reigned ,'the 
Pope was not Superiour , but was judged by them, Where-vpon 
any man may inferre, that Princes loſt no-thing, eyther of their power,

Goods and Lyfe, as GODS Word allowethz Let every Soule be ſubject 
zo the higher PaWyers. All this muſt bee done of a free and wiiling 
mynde:; yea, in conſcience, and for Conſcience ſake » There-fore, this 
may checke choſe, who will teach, or practize, any diſobedience to Frin- 
ces: and they who. doe it, ( as the Philoſopher ſayeth ) ſhould nor bee 
retuted by Reaſons , but by Baſtanzdoes, Since the King hath GOD 
onelie ro bee his Iudge, then none of his SubjeRes can judge him; farrc 
Iciſe rebcll, or cake vp Armes againſt him. Davavs judgement and _ 
praize, towardes SA vL, altho nechad the Rightto the Crowne, 
and the other was reje&ed, and twile delivered into his hand, may ſolue 
the Queſtion, troubling the fierie ſpirites of Scebaes. Tebu his extraordi- 
narie warrand, cannot bee a Cloake for ſedition. Secondlie, this Throne 
importing the dignitic of a King , conſticuted in his Royall Rights, and 
his ſuper-excellencie of Giftes, for managing that Governemert , ſho- 
weth like-wiſo , that in a lawtull King , given'to the people for their 
good, Graces and Gifres areto bee found , which are in no other man : 
and that in them, hee is a true [ndividuuw : that inall the Kingdome, 
there isnone like him, inall reſpeftes. As SAvE, altho a rejeated 
King, was ſuper-cminent, that none was like him and beeing annoin- 
ted, heehad his minde changed: So everie good King , is, and ſhould 
bee,a Parogonin Graces As ALEXANDER ſaide, there could not 
beetwo Sunnes at once ; ſo, ina Kingdome, one Suans is onelie meete, 
and apt to bee King. Therefore, hee beeing as the Heart, or the 
Head , in the Bodie, from which the SubjeRes receiue influence, and, 
direRion , ( beeing, as D avi Ds Souldiours ſaide, worth ten thou=« 
ſand) ſhould kythe a found Heart, and a wiſe Head, ypon whome the 
Common-wealth dependerh . Theresfore, chirdlie, this Throne requi- 
reth a Diſcharge of the Office of a King, and a righteous Royall Goe 
vernement, accordinglic comperent, and convenient to their Thrones 
of Dignities, and Graces, States-menand Lawyers, having manie Dif- 
putes, concerning a Kinges Ofice, at laſt recapitulate all in theſe parricu- 
lars: Firſt, To make, and abrogate, a Law : Secondlic, To make Peace - 
and Warrc® Thirdlie, To cake knowledge of the laſt Appeales ; 
Th Fourthlie, 
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Fourthlie, To appoint, and diſappoint, great Offices : Fiftlie, To charge, 
and diſcharge, SubjeRes, of Taxcs, and Subſidies: Sixtlie, To diſperce. 
with Lawes: Seaventhlic, Toichence, or pull downe, the Value, Title, 
and rate of Money ; Eightlic, To cauſe SubjeRes ſweare the Oath of 
Obedience.

Haring thae 
fact of Demetrius, throwing all the Billes of Complaint over the Bridges

The Przcept hath three conjunRiue parts, either ſeverally, or joint- 
lie z ſerving for the three ductics of a Prince. For judging, hee muſt, 
wryte a Copie: for ruling , hee muſt have it with fin: : for defea- 
ding, hee muſt reade our of it, the Battels of the LORD, and His War. 
thes : or, ſeverallie, for judging, hee muſt wryre, haut, and reade ; ſach 
lyke, for ruling, and defending. Thus theſe partes may bee conſidered, 
. Conjunttim, or Deviſim: but, taking them a-ſunder, the firſt is, Hee muſt 
wryce : where-in wee may diſtinguiſh the ation, and the renour and 
auchentickneſſe of che Copie. In the firſt, wee may (ce where-of the 
Copie muſt bee; Secondlic, the aRion it ſelfe z the matter where-of is, 
THis Law, where there is adeſignationz or OTax, Tye Law.

LORDS Houſe ſhould bee built, That Heeneede not complayne, by 
the Prophet, That Hee is robbed of Tithes. Da v x D had this con- 


templation, when hee dwelt in his Houſe, and conlidered , the Taber-_ 


| nacle to abyde in Tentes 3 that hee would buildean Houſe co GOD, 


Hee prepared Marterialls tor ir, and appoynted it to bee builes hee fer 


+ downe the order, and courſe, of the wayting of the Priets. Thirdlie, If 


Kings ſhould be honoured,and Honours ſhould be trueliedeſerved,there 
is nothing that mericech Honour more, than Vertue: ( Nobilites ſola atque. 
unice virtus.) Then, the ſumime of all Vertues, Religion chicfelie purcha- 
ſcth Honour « lerome, wryting to that noble Matron, Pays a, dels 
cended, by her Father, of Gx aconvs, and by her Mother, of AG Ae. 
MEmNON , prefterrcd chis, That ſhee was religious. Lyke-wyſe, wxys 
ting to SELANTHIA , hee counterh onelie,. Clarum virtutibus, to bee bh. 
nour@hls, This made. David, SALOMON, IlenosaPHaT, and I o- 
S.1IAS, renowned, This. doubtleiſe, made ConsTanrTinNE and: 
CRaARLes, deſeruethe Name, GREAT, and oto bee accounted; 
And this ſhall make CHARLES the firſt of this Yland, as grezr on 
Farth, ſo grear in Heaven; if hee inſiſt nor onelie in the ſacred-Foote- 
Reppes of his Father, bur in the Courſe begun by him-ſelfe, to ſee Reli- 
zion, andthe mayntaynancethere-of, eſtabliſhed; char L= vi neede 
not wander, nor.complayne*, as if there were no Kingin Is & AELLz 


and that the Prophet bee not forced tro goe eyther to the Shunamite, or- 


to the Widowe of Sarepts, for. mayntaynance, Fourthlie, Becauſe by 
their Vertues, and religious liues, they: ſhould mouetheir SubjeRs to be 
Godliez ſince it is moſte commonlie true, Regis ad exemplum totus come 


pouitar orbig, So-thar as Vyce, if it hauc bur the leaſt Parronage of great 2  bradli} ZI 


Perſons,is Aitraiue of many imitarors,to cloake their corruption,vn- 
der that ſhadow : So Vertae and Godlinelſe, in great Perſons, is moſte 
perſwaliue for people, to follow the lyke : Nox fic inflettere ſenſus hamas 
205 edifta valent, at vita regents. From this was it ſayde , AvevsTys 
repleniſhed che Worlde with Schollers; Tyzeriys, with Paraſites 
Cons TANTINE, wich Chriſtiansz [vii AN, with Heretickes, Thus it 
commonlie falleth-out, that of whac difpolition the Prince is of, if not 
the people, yerthe Courteours are often of the Ivke, There-fore, 
Princes ſhould preaiſe to bee. Parrones, and Patternes, of Good ,. and 
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| Pectes in Godlineſſe.' Fifclie , Becauſe Vertue and Religion, maketh a 
Common-wealth to flowriſh, and to bee eftabliſhed , where G O D 
dwelleth, betwixt the Sholders of Bznzamin: there is Hee preſent, 
by Counſell, Diretion, and Providence. And where Hee is preſent, 
there all Evill is amoliſhed, and Good entertayned . Theodofins vied to 
ſaye, Dignitas Romani Imperii, eſt Religio & Pietas. This made che 
Kingdome of IvDan to flowriſh, vnder Teboſapbat, Hezecbiab , Iofiab, 
&c, The negle& of Religion, vader wicked kinges , Roboam , Aba, 
Zedikisb, made it to bee opprelled, ſacked, and ruinated » And, doubt- 
lefſe,nothing hath made this Yland,almotit theſe hundreth, or at che 1: aſt 
cyghtie years, more to flowriſh,& be renowned, than the religious care of 
good and pious Princes, for the eſtabliſhment of crue and lincere Relj- 
gion. Sixtlie , Heazben kinges, of olde, hauc had a ſpeciall care of Reli- 
gion. Not onelic haue the Pricftes, vnder Pharaobytheir portions : and 
whyle all che landes of the Countrey were ſolde, and became the kings; 
yet their landes were free to them-ſelues Cyrus , Darius , Alexander the 
Great, and Seleucus, haue a care of the SanQuarie, and of the daylie Sacri- 
fice, and of the maynraynance of both. Bur, lyke-wyſe, all the kinges 
of the Romanes , haue a care of Religion: were chiefe about the Sacri- 
fice, the Emperoures, Pontifices M aximi , the Caliphaes of the Saraſenes, 
were chiefe Biſhops: the king of Calecat,chiefe of his Religion, There- 
fore, much more ought Chriſtian Frinces, to bee carcfull, of true Reli- 
gion, that neyther Heretickes bee ſuffered, to ſpue out their Poyſon;nor 
the Locuſtes co ſting; nor ſuffer true Profeſſoures, to bee oppreiſed ; nor 
Religion defaced,or mocked; nor to ſuffer the Marke of the Beaſt, to bee. 
openlicavowed. But, aboue all, to beware to bee them-ſelues lyke Do- 
mitian, Decins, M axentius, and the reſt of the bloodie perſecuting Crue : 
Leſt chat Axiome bee verified vpon them , Potentes potenter;. For there is 
one that numbereth them , who can make the hand ro wryte, as it did 
agaynſt Baltazar; or them to fall downe in Vermine, with Herod. Bur 
let them bee lyke thoſe Kinges, commended in the Scr1ptvRe, and 
primitiuc Church, more for their Goodneſſe, than Greatnelſle : rhat they 
may beelyke the Trees, growing by the Water ſyde: and that they may 
heare, and feelc, that of the Prophet, The LORD t© with you, as long 
as yee" feare Him , in all your purpoſes, and enterprygs » 

The ſecond thing, the renour and authenticknetſe of this Copie ; it 
muſt bee Oat of the Booke which the Prieft bath . The Tables were pur 
into the Arke, where-at the Prieſt had attendance ; and the keeping of 
the Law, out of the which the King muſt hauc his Copie. "Hee muſt not 
wrytc-one of his owne, nor imagine anic, according to his owne _

eaſie, nor invent, nor vent, iniething in the worſhivof GOD, or Re. 
lig:on, according to his owne will; bur according to the Booke of the 
Law. The LORD would not concredicevaco Mozts, the making 
of the leaſt Pinne of the Tabernacle, nor a Courtiyne of Goates havre : 
farre leile, matcers of greater importance. Bur, all was commanded io 
be made; according to the paterne ſecne in the Monntayn, Thus the kin 


would learne to ſeeall be made according to the plar-forme of GOD 
Word: making there-by G O D S$ Worſhip conforme, and vaiforme, 


_attheleaſt in the aſſenciall & ſubſtantiall poynts. Neyther muſt anie re- 


ſpe bee had to the patrerne of the Alrar at Damaſcus : for, of whateſo. 
ever is dcrogatorie, or contradiorie, tothe Word of GO D, Tertul- 
lias nay ſay, Tam facile contemnitur , quam affertur . Secondlic, He muſt 
haue a Copic , Out of the Prieftes Booke . The Prieftes Lippes muft 
keepe Knowledge, The Prieſt muſt vnderſtand, and knowe, this 
Booke : that hee may bee didarkr@»  There-fore, ir is the Pricſtes 
and Levites, whole it was to reade and expound chis Booke, This may 
meetc, not onelie with ſome ignaroes of olde ; but with roo manie now 
a-dayes; by what occaſion, whether by lacke of Means, or playne floath- 
fulneſTe and negligence, I can nor tell ; ſince thereis a Kingin IsRazLL, 
and Knowledge 1s increaſed . But chis knowe all, Thar if che King 
ſhould haue this Booke , much more ſhould the Prieſt bee continuallie 
ſtudying theresin ; Noftarna verſare manu , verſare dizrus. And if the 


_ Poetcould alot no tyme of vacancie, nor ydlenctle, vnro his Husband- 


man, farre leiſe doecth GOD, tothole, ro whome Hee hath ler our His 
Vine-yarde, and diſtribured His Talentes, in great mealure. Andifthe 
Icarned man could ſaye, Neſcio quid fit obliviſci: farre more ſhoulde the 


 Prieſtand Levite ſay z Neſeio quid fit otiari. Onceit was ſayde, If there 


bee a day, a weeke, or a moneth , which apperrayneth not ro the yeare, 
in choſe the Prieſt may take a vacancie from ftudic, and not bee exerciſed, 
eyther by mediration, prayer, reading, wryting, or conferring, etc, and 
to bee troubled with Martha, about manic thinges ; loling ofcen-tymes 
M aries Choyſe: altho I will not bee bolde, to meddle with compartabi- 
lirie of Eccleliaſticke and ſzculare Effayres , which ofren-tymes occurre 
Frontibus adverſis, in their ſtudies, if nor in their praiſes, to men of De« 
mas or Diotrephes hamoures, The Biſhop of Saliſburie his Defenſio Ecclea 
fie d4uglicans , ſolyeth this myſterie, to thoſe that will nor bee con« 
rentious , - Thar rudadiftintion of the Ruſticke, berwixt the Biſhop 
and the Duke, is deſpytefull, and deteſtable; For leboiedab , lawfullicz 
may bce carefull co preſerue the King ; to trayne him vp, to giue coun» 
ſell, and pucco his hand to his anoynting. And Phinebas, for zealeto 
C 4  ..6G0D58 
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GODS Glorie, may not onelie ſteppe foorth, to ftoppe the Plague: buc 
hce may bee ſent Ambaſladour, co ſee that the Renbenites and Gadites build 
no Alcar, to fall from GOD. And Oxzias may meetce Alexander, if hee 
come to deſtroy HiERvsSALEM., Yer ic may bee ſayde, Manic 
Yrons in the Fyre, ſome grow colde, It was commendable , Hoc age, 
ſpartam nattus es, bauc exornag, Our Saviour ſayde, The Kinges of the 
Earth, exercyſe Lordſhip over them; but yee ſhall not bee ſo, Aad , Who 
made Mee a Iudge betwixt you? Thar of the Apoſtle, 745 evry av- 
mp - And Funflias his exclamatiou, to too much medlers in ſxcular 
Effayres , Et que nibil ad nes attinent, might bee a Watcheword , Diſce 
weo exemplo mandato munere fungi & fuge cen peltem , 71 wougpay- 
p6c00peny ; And, Pericles Saying , Pretorem oppertet non ſolum linguam, ſed 
oculos continevtes babere, Thurdlie, If the King muſt hauc a Copie 
from the Prieſt, then the Prieſt muſt haue the Principall him-ſelfe : The 
L | King muſt nor informe the Pricſt, to wryte this Booke; bur the Prieſt the 
King . Concerning this Booke of his Salvation, altho che King bec Su- 
reame Governour, and Iudge, over all perſones, Ecclefiaſticall and Ci- 

| vill , yer the Prieſt muſt giue him direfion, concerning this Booke, and 
| living accordinglie. This ConsTanTaine confelled, that GOD had 
\ made him their Biſhopz and them lyke-wyſc his» AmBroOsE boldly by 
this Booke, animadverted Theodofeus his raſh ſlaughter of the Traess aLo- 
NIicans. Fourchlie, If che King muſt haue this Booke from the 
Prieſt, hee muſt haue che Prieſt with him. And it is moſte necelſlaric , 

" that there beea Prieſt continuallic about the King ;z co giue him coun- 
_ "ſell, outof GODS Bookezg as David had Abiathar, ever readie,with 
the Ephod, to exhort him, and all the Courceoures. As Nathan and 14d- 

4 were in Davrvs Court; Iſaiab, in HEzEK1ans; Hmaldeb, in 1o- 
S1Aans; Lyke-wyſe, in wicked kinges Courtes, were Micajah , and 
Eliab, in AHaBs; Amos, in IenoBOaMs the ſecond ; Jeremiah, in ZED a> 
KIAHS,ctc, Then the King ſhould haue the Prieſt with him; to eſtecme 

of him, as one (ene from GOD, wich the Booke, and heare the Voyce 
there-ot . Hee ſhould nor bee lyke'ZtDixian, to cutte it with the 
Penne-knyfe, and burneit: nor-lyke Ivt.1nAan, tyv@y xartyvar : 

nor lyke Its 080A, ftrerching out his Hand agaynſt the Prophet; nor 
lyke Asa,nor AHAB, to put him in Priſon. Farre leſle,lyke loasn, 

| forgetting all the Good which Tebojeda had done; and cauling to ſtone 
Zacbariab to death , becauſe hee: crycd agaynſt their falling away from 
GOD: nor lyke Hexop, cutting off the Head of Iohn Baptift, fooliſh» 
lie, atthe requeſt of the Daughter of Heredjas, dauncing, and arm IT 
im.

For, if it bee true, which Cicero ſayeth, That, A Councell, is to 4 King- 
dome , that which the Soule , Reaſon , and Vnderſtanding , t to the boate; 
Then, howe forcible, andefficaciovs, is this Booke, which is, and ſhould

of. great worth, where-vpon the Councell is edified » For, eggept the 
counſell of the Word of G 0D bee the ground, all ſhall bee builded ( as 
CHRIST fayeth) vpona ſandic Foundation. There-fore, it muſt 
bee lykethe Councell of the Grand Turks, called Divan ; wherein, altho 
the Grear Segniour bee not bodilie preſent; yer hee is covertlic ſo neare 
by , that hee hearcth and ſeeth all; char when the /iſor Baſſe reporteth 
all vnto him; if heeliein che Jeaſt poynr, hee is hanged. If Kinges 
will not make this Booke Prz(ident in the Court; yer let it bee ſo pre- 
ſent, that it heare and ſeeall ; 2nd thatall beereferred vntoit. And if 
anje counſell anie thing repugnant, or contradiQoric heere-vnto, 1 will 
not bec ſoraſh,as todetermine, That hee ſhould bee vſed, as they were 
of olde , who counſclled ami thing agaynſt the Gods: or, as Seliman 
vied one of his Baſſaes, for counſclling him, co murther a Gentle-man, 
chat hee might obtayne the loue of his Wyfe, Bur, ar the leaſt, if ic 
haue not, Ditatorium poteftatemz yer let ir have that Tribunitiam, of olde 
Veto'. Secondlie, Let the King bane it with him, in ſtead of a Counſel- 
Iour : for it ſhall bee moſte faythfull ; Firſt, In counſelling, admoni- 
ſhing, direRing, and exhorting : Seconglie, Itis thatcrue Counlellour, 
which Solon delireth, and which neyther ſpeaketh of pleaſure , nor co 
pleaſe : for, itis voyde of all flatterie, ( as Counfelloures ought to be: ) 
ic will not counſell, for favour of anie, no, nor for 4bſolem,although lob 
would doe it, counterfaytlie, for a tyme, knowing it to plcale the 
King. Thirdlie, [c ſhall not counſell, for feare of anie, (as Counſcl- 
loures ought not to doe ;) it ſhall bee cherrue Athenian ; racher hazar- 
ding Death , with a Roape about irs Necke, than not co you = 
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Trueth,: Tr performeth Nebemiabs Saying, and Daniels Praiſe, before 
Balisz&r. Shall ſuch a Manas I, a Counſeilour to a Paince, diiſemble £ 
Chietclie , /bi egitur non de aſſe, ſed de vita, & ſalute omnium., and for 
S10Ns Peace, and HrervsaLtms Calamitic. lc will not holde its 
peace: It is lyke Confidius, who hath beene ever prayſed, that hee ſpake 
freelie, alcho in the prelence of Ceſsr. Fourchlie, Ir will not counſell 
for Ambition , (as Counſelloures ought not to doe: ) Mordicai ſhould 
tell the trueth, and che conſpiracie agaynſt the King, and Countrey ; al- 
tho Hamen, and Catiline, ſhould rage, and ſeeke nothing but Praferment 
to them-ſclues , and confuſion to all others, Fiftlie, leis voyde of all 
Coverouſnelle, and Corruption, ( where-of Counſclloures, in ſpeciall, 
ſhould beware: } dereftable are the Princes of Zoan, and thoſe Counſel. 
loures tothe King, decyphered by the Propher: This Cirie is the Chals 
dron, and wee the Fleſh , Let thein, by this CoynseLLovR, rather 
imicace good Ageſilaus, ( counſelling for Sparta) to refuſe the king of 
Perſia his Golde. Curius, and Fabricins,are memorable this way z Q,ue-te 
Fabricius regi non vendidit auwro , Hiſtories are full of lamentable Exam= 
ples, of the ruines of kinges, and Common-wealthes , by the Bryberie 
of Counſelloures , Penlions have brought manic co Suſpenſions ; Axe 
rum per medios ire ſatellites & perumpere amat ſaxa potentium, &c. Ingare 
tha durſt ſay of Rome, although che ſtricteſt, and beſt governed Com» 
mon-wealch, that ever was; O Vibem vanalem, & mature perituram, fs 
empiorem invenerit. The faralitic of Carolus audax, the laſt Duke of Bur- 
gundie, betrayed by Campobacbio, an [talien Scranger , is remarkable: 0 
eece mentes bominum:; and, 2 u0s perdere vult Inpiter , eos prius dementabs 
Pharaob was obdured, that the #gyptians were forced to cry our , Wilt 
' thon uot know , till #gypt bee defiroged ? Sixtlie, Ir hath thar properrie, 
which Platarch cequireth ina Countellour : that is, to bee free of all paſ= 
fions whart-ſo-ever : For in ic the Will is never diverted from that 
where-vnto the Mynde inclyneth , Heere Medeas derermination hath 
no place, Video meliora, proboque , deteriora ſequor , Seaventhlie, Ic hach 
ever a good intention, for the profit of the King, Countrey, and Come 
mon-wealch 3 which Counſelloures, ever, and onelie , ſhould have be- 
fore their Eyes 3 vvhich che olde Greekes, and Romanes, manifelted, ( as 
exemplare ro Poftcririe ) often. tymes with che loſe of clicir lyues , as 
che Hiſtories of Codrns, and the Decis, doe witnetſe. Eyghtlie, It couns 
ſelleth onclie honeſt meanes to bee vſed , that Ariftides might approue 
the counſell there-of + noc onelie profitable, bur honeft Iyke-wyſe, for 
Aitbens . And by it, all Lyſanders perjurics, and policies, are exploded , 


Nyachlie, Ic hath thoſe crue properties of a Counſcllour, Skill , Wiſes 
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dome, Iſtice, and Loyaltic. For Skill, more knowledgein it, than in 
all the Politickes of the whole Worlde, of ruling, judging, and defen- 
ding GODS Pcople. Heere moſte crue and folide Principles, and 
Practiſes , of Witedome : Heere the onelie Rule of luſtice: Heere 
molt vprighc Przcepts, and Performances of loving Obedience, and 
Homage, to bce found: And, there-fore, ro conclude, IT ought ever co 
bee with che king , tor ruling ; and with everie particular man, for con- 
verſation .

lic giveth contentment to the Heart, Ir is, and ſhall bee, ever remem- 
bered, tothe prayſe of ALerHoNsvs THE GREAT, renowned for Lear- 
ning; thar, beſides his other ſtudies, which were manic, hee read over, 
after hee was enteredinto his kingdome, the whole Bible, wich the or- 
dinarie Glolle, ſeaventeene tymes y ( if my memorie ſerue in. noting the 
Relation.) Few, alace, coo few Churchemen, dare fay the lyke. Our 
laſt SoveRA1@Nt, of happic memorie and dayes, hath given notiſe to 
the Worlde, ( which ſhall never bee obliceraced ) that hee obeyed this 
Precept, in reading of this Booke, It is remarkable, howe Candaces 
Eunuch was reading the Prophet, ( alchough hee vnderſtoode nor. ) 
Shall it not bee commendable, as long as the Fabricke of the World en- 
dureth , to Proloweus Philadelphus ; The bceing carefull, ro haue this 
Booke tranſlated, hee ſent for ſeaventie learned men, and entertayned 
them for that effe&t ? whole travels, ever lince, have becneiprofitable 
to the Church, 1 will not exhore kinges, and Potenrates, (elchough, 
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juſtlie, in this dead Age, 1 might) after this kinges example, to advance 
Learning , to entertayne learned men, and to: haue BiBLtoTurres > 
for both vics : Sint Mecenates non deerunt flacce Marones; And, to 
remember Alexander che Great, and Inlins Cajar, great Schollers: them- 
ſelucs, and enctyre favourers of Learning: And, Dignum laude viram mu 
4 vetat mori; Bur this which che Text willeth . I may entreat, co reade 
this Booke, the Ground ot all: and chen, doubtletle, that carc will cx« 
citare them, to reade, and learne, other Bookes, as Commentaries there- 
vpon 2 For,the Ground, and Matter, of all good: Bookes, is there-in 
briefelic abridged. Heercall che wyſe mens Philoſophie, eyther con- 
cemplatiue,or praticke,is compryzed, Heere Meraphylickes , which 
naturall wir could neverdreame of, This All Seme-thing , made of noe 
thing « Heere true Phylicke, and Prime Principia there-of. Materia , 
Forma, Privatio. Heere Aftronomic, Pleiades, Aritxrus, Orion, Heere ex- 
quilite Arichmeticke3 nor onelie abſolucelic counting, but in praxi of 
Yeares, Weekes, and Dayes: which would trouble che moſte cunning 
Arichmetician : as Iaskebs Teſtament, Balaams Viſion , Daniels ſeavens 
tie Weekes , Toby his Number of the Beaſt, may witneſſe. Here Geo« 
metric, not onelie co mete and diftriburerhe Land of Canaan, ro the If- 
 raclites, at the firſt : but HizRvsALeEM deſcrybed, by Ezechiel;or' Fobe, 
in lus Revelation, Heere Geographie, the limites of all cthe'Kingdomes 
of the Worlde; their beginninges, and encreafe, ſer downe, As for 
Hiſtorie, the light of Tyme, heere not onelic Hiſtories ob GODS 
Warres, intyme; but Hiſtories before naturall cyme, and after. 'Heere 
HisToRaEs of greater Antiquitie, than in anie other Booke, by 
two thouſand Yeares, For PraRicke, Philoſophie: heere Echickes, crue 
Pracepts of Manners, for men of everie Degree, Superiour , and Infe« 
riour, &c. Oiconomic, for Husbandes and Wyunes, Parentes and 
Children, Maſters and:Servantes. Heere inatchlelle Politickes, for 
governing: Cities, Commona«wealches, &c. Heere Medicine, (more 
ſurechan Hypocrates, Galenzs, or that rabble of vexation tothe Phyſicians) 
not onelie of the Bodie, by G O D Hims-ſclfe, Author of all Phyſicke, 
Who, if Hee propyne it not;, ( as the Phyſician ſayde, the Medicine 
avayled not, vnlelle ic were given out of the Phyſicians hand) ie will 
not bee ſteadable. Bur more, which worldlie Phyſicians can. nor doe, 
( for itis by the Fingerof GOD:) heere Phylicke, ( Ye fit mens ſa> 
14 in Corpore ſano.) tor all che Diſeaſes of the Soule. , by drawing of 
Blood of another Man, ( which the Phyfician of che Bodie {corneth } 
to bee a Playſter, tothe malefated perſon. Heere Mulicke,not onelie 
in prayling G O D concinuallie inchis lyfe; but that Heavenlie Has 
| D 3; LELVSAfs 
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LELVIAH., which everie faythfull Soule ſhall ſing, amidſt the Quiere of 
Angels, Thus, then, as a learned man of chis Age, complayned of a 
Books of our Countrey mans; thar ic contayned all Anriquitic, and or= 
nareneſ[c of Language, of ſeverall Authors commended, in their tyme, 
for Learning : and char in ſtead of chem, ir ſhould bee learned. This, 
truclie , withour complayne , may bee fayde of this Booke, which the. 
King ſhould reade z Thar ic comprehendeth all, and thar in reipe of 
ic, all ſhould bee thoughc naught: and, thar ic ſhould bee read, and lear- 
ned, in ſtcad of all: and, char all Learning ſhould ſeruc onelic as Hand- 
- maydes vntoit: and, there-fore, ro bee read of all: but principallic of 
Kinges, who ſhould have greateſt knowledge: becauſe they haveto doc 
with men of all Callinges, and Conditions, in the Worlde : That they 
' maylearnetodireft men, according to cheir cftare, and condition ; In 
tererit. multum , Daves ne loquatar, beruſve « If it bee remembered, to the 
prayle of Mitbridates, Kingvt Pontus, that by his owne induſtric, he had 
learned rwentie and two ſeverall Languages, where-by hee could an- 
ſwere everic ſundrie Nation of fame, in his tyme, in their owne Lan- 
guage : Howe much more earneſtlje ſhould Kinges endevour, to learne 
the Language of Canaan 2 That, as GOD S Amballadoures, they 
may anſwereeverie one that commeth vnto them , according to luſtice, 
and ludgement . Farther , heere wee may marke , that alchoagh chis 
Przcept bee intimated co Kingesz yet ic may bee extended to others, as 
| it is in other places, generallic. Search the Scriptwes, Thus all are 
bound, to haue ir, and readeir ; lince the Prophet Habacak is comman- 
ded, ro make the Viſion playne ; that they which run, may reade it. Ic 
is ſet out, and offered playnlie, vnto all, co bee read :/ And, there-fore, 
let all eſteeme of it,as the Writ, and Will, of GOD; and, thar it hach 
from Him , which no other Booke elſe can haue, ſuthcient warrand of 
Traeth, co bynde the Conſcience of everie one which readech it, nor to 
callin queſtion the erueth of ir. And, there-fore, {econdlie, ro beg the 
aſſiſtance of G 0D S Spirite, that it may bee read wich che ſame Spirice, 
where-by it was written. Thicdhe, Thar reading, it may bee with 
judgement, and diſcretion, tolearne, Fourthlic, To make choyfe of 
apt and meer tyme, for reading; diſpoſing their Effayres convenientlic ; 
that their reading may beea tartherance, and no hinderance vnto chem. 
Fifclie, That reading , they may vnderitand, as Philip ſayde to the En 
nuch: ocher-wyſc , Legere, & non intelligere, negligere eff, Sixtlie, To 
reade with arcention, and intention , to profit there-by » Seaventhlie, 
To applie to them-ſelues, the fruit, and vſe, of their reading ; cſpecial- 
lie for declyning of Uyce, and imbracing of VexTvs, Since all are 
command 
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commanded to reade , this may reproue tlic vncharitable dealing of 
-thote, who forbid, and inhibi, Laickes ( as they call them) co wryte, 
reade, or heare read, the Scriprure, in their owne Language: becauſe, 
( faye they ) of their vaworthinelle : calling them Dogs , and Swyne. 
But, who taught them, ſoronawe GODS People, and His Inherj- 
cance? But, as the men are, ſuch are their wordes: and , ſuch is the 
confuſion of Babylon , that they will fpeake in an vnknowne Tongue, 
that Babell may bee builded ; when as at the building of $ethell, GODS 
Church , New HIERFVSALEM ,, deſcended from Aboue, the ApoſtleF 
ſpake to everic ſorte of people, the great thinges of GOD, in their 
owne Language, Ates 2 . Secondlie, They tay, Laickes are Ignorants:; 
and, there-tore, by good Patrones o: Ignorance, they muſt bee depry« 
ved of the meanes of Knowledge: left the Idiote, comming in, and 
perceiving the good Worde of GOD, end giucapplauſe, GODS 
Spirite taught, T hat the weake ſhould bee fedde, with the ſincere Milke 
of GODS Worde. Thirdlie, Leſt their ſtrength ſhould bee agaynſt 
Men onelie, they will proue Gyantes, and fight agaynſt GODS Word, 
and giueirt the challenge, of Obſcuritie, Difficultie, and ImperfeRion. 
Bur it ſelfe caught vs, that it is ſufficient,to make che Man of GOD per» 
fe to Salvation. And Auguitine layth, that all che poynts of our Salva- 
tion, are clearlic ſet downethercein: Et de credendis, &@ faciends, And 
Gregorie avoucheth, chat'it is ſuch a Foord, where-in the Elephant may 
ſwimme, and the Lambe wade thorow.. The moſte ſubtill, may finde 
matter, to trye his Brayne; and the fimple, concencment, The Apo- 
ftle threarned , ſaying, If our GoFpell bee bid , it is hid to them that pe- 
riſþ. This, lyke-wyle, may checke coo manie affeRating Ignorantes 2 
ſome that cannot reade, contemne all meanes ot Learning; and will 
heare anie thing, rather chan this Booke,co beread . Others, will reade 
anie thing , racher than ir, Ic is opprobrious ; It # but the Byble, 
Others, muſt reade,ro learne to diſcourſe , where-by to lue. Others, 
will not ſuffer ic ro lodge within their Tentes; although , it may bee, 
they haue (uffictent ſtore of prophane bookes . Others, although = 
haucit, (as if the Plague were init) will not looke vpon it, nor diſ- 
eaſe it (alchough chey ſeeme to bee zealous) berwixt ewo Sabbathes.. 
| Bur, leaving theie to amende, let vs know, it was Tipotbies commenda» 
tion, That hee was inſtrued in the Worde of G 0D from his youth, 
The Moraliſt direerh, That Exemples, and Przceptes of Vertue, bee 
proponed co Children ; that they may learne to accuſtome them-ſclues' 
there-vnto : becauſe, In teneris aſſueſſere multums et: and, Q ao ſemel eff 
imbuts recens ſervabit odorem tefts din : then, principallic, our of GODS « 
D 4 Word, | 
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Worde. EvsEB1vs: reporteth, that the IE Ws s' taught their 
Children the.Scriprures, when they were fiue yeares of age; that they 
might grow continuallic in knowledge, as well as in yeares. Andit is 
fayde, that in the BALEAR1An Yles, the Mother would nor giue 
her Chylde ( which could” goe, or ſpeake, ) anic Foode in the morning, 
till firſt ic had ſlayne that Birde, which ſhee poynred at 3; or, by llinging, 
had throwne downe a piece of Bread, which {hee had pur vpon the head 
of a long Staffe, or Speare 3; How much more ſhould Chriſtian Parents 
- be carefull, to craine vp their Children by this Booke ? that they may be 
expert Shooters agaynlt Satan;as D a v x D comanded to teach the Chil- 
dren of IsRatL to ſhoot: That they may arme them-iclues, even out of 
the Armourie of G0 D & Word, which they ſhould reade agaynſt cheir 
Adverſaries Engines, 
The ſecond poynr is, how long hee ſhduld reade : even Al! the dayes 
of bis Iyfe, But, vvhar? No Clerke, no Monke, nor Eremite ina Cell, 
_can performe this,to bee ever reading, No , this is not the meaning, 
chat eyther hee ſhovld negic the duetie of his Calling , or yer his 
Health. Bur, as the Apoſtle fayech, Praze continualliez fo, his reading 
ſhould bee ſuch, all the dayes of his Iyfe : rhac his principall and chiefe 
cure, and care, bee carneſtlic ro reade this Booke, and ſeeitread: as if 
that were the ductie, where-vnto hee were bound: and the exercyſe 
where=ynto hee were ſer, Thereſt of his ations, ſhould bee Paltymes, 
Feriations, and Recreations : bur this ſhould bee the mayne, and chiefe, 
where-vato he ſhould enclyne his mynd: that he may be che Propher 
Davids bleſſed Man, mentioned in the firſt and hundrech and otnes 
teenth Ps AL. Day and Night, continuallie, meditating vpon the word of GOD, 
and converſant with it : for how manic diveric {eQions arcin that 119 
P$SALME, theyare fo manie direRions, to reade the Law ; ſo manie 
commendations there-of ; ſo manie prayers, to vnderftand the ſame; and 
ſo manic proceſtarions, to obſerue it, Thus, the ſolicirude of the king, 
yea, and of all others, all chedayes of their Iyues, ſhould bee, co make 
the reading of. G OD S Booke, their principall tudie : that they may be 
familiar with Him. It is an approved Axiome, That men, by talking 
with wyſe men, not onelie become familiar, but wyſer. Then , by tal- 
king , and conferring with GOD, evenin this Booke, ( fince this is 
all the ralke cthac wee hane with Him) wee ſhall become both homelic, 
and prudent. The Propher confeiſerh, that heere-by hee became more 
wyſe, than the Auncientes, Yea, ſecondlie, All the dayes; thatis, hee 
muſt reade continuallie, and not leaue off agayne, le muſt not bee 


2nough,to reade in the morning of the Age, and leaue off in the nar” 
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but then to bee moſte earneſt, ſince there is leaſt tyme. Hee muſt not 
beelyke SALE OMON, tofollow G OD in his youth, and there-after 
haue his mynde diverted , by his Wyucs : ( the Woman was madefor 
the Man, ard the Man is the head of the Wyfe.) Hee muſt not belyke 
TIoasn; tobegin well, and hue well, io long as I:EHojeDa n li- 
verh, and then fall away : hee muſt holdethis IB nojzDan fhill lis 
ving z eventhe living Wordof G 0D: Thetwo Witnefles muſt liuvey 
andthe two freſh Oltue Trees, in the Houſe of GOD, Hee muſtproue 
the good l o0S1An, beginningto ſceke G.O D, when hee was eyght 
yeares of age; ardroreforme lvDAn, when hce was twelue, Iris 
an opprobrious Proverbe, A young Sayntt, an olde Devill, (although 
it hath fallen our, ſoas in Nero, Tyberiue, &c.) And, it is {cldome ſeene, 
that a young Devill, hath proved an olde Sayn& z bur, contrarilie, a 
young Sayn@ holding by this Pracept, To reade GODS Sooke, all the 
dayes of his Iyfe, hath proved an olde canonjzed Sayne,as young I 0. 
SEPH, DANIEL, IEREMIE, &c, Therefore, Kinges, and 
everic one, ſhould learne this Przcepr, To begin well, yea, and continue 
well, lyke los Hvaand CaLEs; thar they may (aye with thac 
vide Martyre PoLycarPpvs, thatthey had {erved GOD, (if nor 
his eyghtie (1ixeyeares) yet all the dayes of their lyfe,and they were nor 
wearted;neither had he done them anie wrong,that they ſhould leaue off: 
that they bee not lyke ro the Ejhefians, who loft their brit love; or lyke 
the Galatians , who began in the Spirir, and ended in the Fleſh : bur farre 
rather to imitate the Churchof THEATYRA, whole leaſt workes 
were bcit, and moe at the ende, than ar the beginning . By this may be 
reproved, thoſe who are lyke l[erabaall, who began well, and there-after 
fcilto Idolatrie; orlyke leh, who begana Reformation, and yet clane 
kard tothe (innes of lerobogm, By this let everie one bee excitared, ro 
bee lyke the Sunne,, ( as the Prophec ſayeth, ryſing in the morning,and 
mounting higher by degrees ; lyke 2 Gyanr, finiſhing his courſe :) be- 
ginning in Vertne and Grace z and growing continuallie from Grace ro 
Grace : and from Grace, co Glorie, Thirdlie, All the dayes, The 
wordes are emphaticke, and perſwaliue , Hee muit reade ail bis dayes : 
Firſt, Becauſe of the dulcinefle, and {weetneiſe, ofthe Word of GOD z 
that hee wearic not z for onelie in this reading holdeth, Leftio lefta plas 
cet , decies repetita placebit, For, I am of the judgement, concerning this 
Booke, which ScAaL1GEx was of, concerning Epiſtles, That hee ne« 
ver ſaw anie, except Angelus Politians , which hee delircd co reade twyſe 
over for them-ſclues; No Booke, but the B1B Le, to beeread twyſe 
over forit ſc)fe, For, in reading there-of, truelic holdeth, 2 0 plus ſunt 
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pot » ples fatiantur aqua; to thoſe that thirſt after a deepe draught of the 
Waters of Lyfe. And, Awnegx Opoyndes ToPwTRR3. Secondly, 
All the dayes ; Becauſe of the brickleneſſe, and imperfeRiones, of our 
memories ; which are not onelic lyke Doliam Danaidwn, thar all runneth 
out: bur if they contayne, they are lyke che Seaue, or Redle z holding 
the courſe Branne and Chaffe, and letting che fine Flower, and Corne, 
palſe thorow ; Scribunt iv marmore lefis Thirdlie, Becauſe of the hid and 
ſecret myliteries of the Worde of GOD, where-of wee can never at« 
cayne the full knowledge, while wee hue heere; but haue neede, conti- 
nuallie, of Przcepr vpon Przcept, and Lyne vpon Lyne; that SoLoNSs 
Speach may heerebee nſed , yte#oXw acct mia idanygueO, Yea, 
fourchlie, Becauſe the ſumme of our lyte, is reckoned vato vs by dayes , 
(which wee might obſerue, ro poynt at the ſhorrnelle and vncertayntie 
there-of, even co teach Kinges, and all ochers, humilitic.) Th-rc-tore, 
ſince wee haue no cerrayntie, not ſo much as of one day, wee ſhould bee 
reading everic day: eds Ci» Cenxuvs, nds Tt -YV1 USReRr, fayde Hype 
crates, for the Phylicke of the Bodic. Much more may ic bee ſayde, of 
the Jarge Volume of the Phylicke of the Soule, And, there-fore, wee 
ought ever ftill co bee reading and learning GODS Acromatickes, ma- 
king our Count ſhort: and, having exerciſed our Talentes aright, at 
the Sunne-ſer of our Iyfe, wee ſhall enter into our Maſters joye «

His is rhe firſt of the three affirmatiue vſes, and endes 

of the Przcepr: wher-in the ation is to bee obſerved; then, the 
perſon, whome. The action hach two partes ; Firſt, Tolearne: Se- 
condlie , What, and where-of . The firſt, Hee muſt learne, co wit , by 
the Law : the King, and everie one, who would feare GOD, muſt have 
this Shoole-maſter which is Coruu-copis, and Ouvxrom ian, of all 
Learning , ( as hath beene ſhowne : ) bur principallie of this , even To 
feare G 0 D : For, heere-in are contayned, nor onelie Przceptes and 
Rules , of the fexreof GOD; bur manie practiſes, of the renowne and 
commendation there-of ; yea,and of the contrarie there-of , Heere is 
the Chronicle of ,{brabam , Tſaac, Iſrael, and Moſes , the good lud- 
ges , .&c. vvhoſe lynes may bee Mirroures ro Kinges, and all SaynRes; 
where-in. chey may beholde, not onelie the feare of GOD, guyding 


them ; burtthem lyke-wyle renowned, and recompenied for the __ 
An , 
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And, on the contrarie, hecre is the Legend of wicked Kinges, of Sedome, 
and the Amorites, leroboam, Ammon, &c. vvholc lyucs may bee Glaf= 
ſes, for Kinges , ard others, ro contemplare GODS juſtice: vvhercoas 
their lyues were vitious, and themeſclues often-tymes wretched; fo were 
their endes muicrable ; that Theſews Proclamation may bee learned, Diſ- 
cite juftiam moniti, &@ non temnere legem. Thus learne by che Worde of 
G UD : Godlinelle hath noc onelie the Prowiles of this lyfe, but alſo of 
the Lyfe to come 2: ard, that Raro ſceleffum deſervit pena pedeclaudo. 
Secondlic , Learne, that Learning is che Ground of the Feare of GOD, 
For, firit, hce muſt wryre, haue, and reade the Booke : and, then , learne 
to feare. How ſhall they belicuein Him, whome they know not? A 
learned Conſciencc, is a good Conſcience: when by the knowledge of 
GODS Law, man direQeth his wayes aright-, chat there bee neyther 
I gnorantia juris , wee fafti, This may emproue chat Errour , Ignorance 
is the Mother of Devotion 3 vvhoſe contrarie is true ,. that Knowledge is 
the Parent of true Devotion This, lyke-wyle , may taxe the atfeQacre ig- 
norance of roo manie, who (as the Apoſtle ſayerh) haue ncede to bee 
taught che Rudimentes and Principles of Religion ; where-as they 
ought to haue beene Maſters. Alwayes, let this Przcept inforce, that 
wee learne, that wee may feare GOD: and theſe bee conjoyned, by lear- 
ning, fearing GOD. Ocher-wyſe, our knowledge will proue /rias Let= 
rer, to bce an occaſion of damnation. Thar tcarfull Sentence in the 
Goſpell, pronounced by CHRIST Hims-ſclfe, againſt thoſe, who 
would proteſt, char they had caſten our Devills, and had propheſied in 
CHRISTS Name; Departe from mee, I never knew y0u; is to bee 
remarked, againtt choſe, whoby Drunkennelle, drioke away their wits 
and knowledge; by (wearing, forſweare true Learning: and by Cove- 
couſnefſe, declare, that they haue no knowledge of the Lyfe to come. 
* Thus Learning, which ſhould be a meane, to adorne them, is ikea Gol 
Ring, in a Swines Noſe, | 
The ſecond parte, whar, or where-of, Hee ſhould learne , to feare the 
LORD. There isa fearcof GOD, called Px 1ncreaLrL, vyhich 
is a. reverend cſtecmation of the Majeſtic of GOD, moving vs to 
worſhip Him, called 7imor Culizs. And the whole worſhip of GOD, 
commeth out vnder the name of the fearcof GOD. In this is requi- 
lice, Firſt, The knowledge of GOD, of the incomprehenſible Dig- 
niticand Exccllencie of His nature; which may worke a dread and feare 
in onr heartes. Secondlie, A knowledge of His Omniporencie , Om- 
niprzſens, Mercie, and [uſtice : Primus jw orbe Deos fecit timer, Third= 
lic, A knowledge of His Worde, ( which is heere chicfclic —— 
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of His Promiſes, an the one parte; and chreatninges, on the other: 
and-all this, to enamorate vs, with His worſhip, There is another ſub. 
ordinatefearcof GOD, of His Mercieand luſtice 3 of His Mercie, in 
the Children of Mercie ; who in regard of che bountie, and kyndnelle 
of GOD, as obedient Children, honour Him, and are loath to of. 
fendes There is Mercie with Thee , that thou mayeit bee feared : Oderaxt 
peccare boni , virtutis amore. The feareof luſtice , is ewo-tolde: one of 
the. Iudgementes of GO D onelie; eyther threatned, as in Ahab, or 
clſe inflited alrcadic, as in the people of Berbſhemiſh. This, for a 
tyme, may reſtrayne the manners of the Wicked, bur it changech not 
their nature: for, ſo ſoone as they bee fred of feare, they recurne againe 
ynto their wickedaeſſe; and declare, that they are cither Hypocrites, as 
Abab, or Acheiftes, as Caliguls, This is that feare, called Sexvare, 
andis proper to the Devill, and Reprobates » The other ſorte of the 
fcare of Iuſtice, is, vyhere-by men arc moved tothe hatred of ſinne, and 
to ſorrow for the ſame. This is like che Needle, co the Threede, going 
before,ro bring on filiall feare, This bceedeth repentance, tor by-gone 
finnesgis an Ancidotein time to come, and an Awe-bond for the prze 
ſent. This was in David, ſecing Vzzarn ſtrickendcad : this was in 
Ios14s, making his hear to melt, at the threarninges of the Law, To 
this exhortech the Apoltle, ſaying , Ende your Salvation, with feare and 
tremblzng . : The feare, then, which the King, and everie perſon, ſhould 
learne, is areverend eſtcemation of rhe Majelticof GOD, in conſide- 
rationof GODS przxſence; and a firmerelolution, to make the feare 
of GOD, the Motto, continuallie, of all their wayes . This is thac, 
where-at the whole Tenour of the Scrreryre aimeth This is the 
praiſeof GODS Worthies, and Nobles, in the ScarerTvaa: and, 
there-forc, no Diſparagement to befall Kinges there-by : this, in ſteade 
of all, becing a Corraliue for Sinne, like Pelias Speare, to heale the 
Woundes there-of. Ir is Armour of Proofe, againſt Satan, and al 
rhe Baires of the Worlde. It breedeth true Cowrage*: For hee that 
feareth GOD, needcth not tofearc anie thing elſe ; and hee that fea- 
reth Him not, muſt needes feare everiething , Heere the Saying of the 
Moraliſt is falſe, Malus dintarnitetis cuflos metus: When, concrarilic, the 
feareof GOD, keepeth a man ſure, In ViaDoMaNi, 4 timoe in- 
Cipitur , wut ad fortitudinems veniatur By this, Kinges, and all men, haue 
a moſte ſure Guacdez that they may ſay with David, they would not 
feare, though ten thouſand had hemmed chemin; for in che feare of 
the LO RD, chey ſhall diſpell chem all : for they may bee aflared , 
wich Heliſeus, to haue mo: with them, than againſt chem, co wit, chat 
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innumerable Squadron of Angels, pitching their Tentes about them. 
Thereefore, letall feare GOD; for it is Initium Sapientiz ; both con- 
templatiue, and praticke; thar in this feare, wee may allure our ſelues 
of GODS Favour, | 

The perſon whom hee ſhould feare, is, The LORD bis GOD : di- 
ſRinguiſh what Hee is in Himefelfe, whac to Him: in Him-ſelfe, Hee 
is LORD, to whom belongeth all Power and Dominion; LORD 
by Himsſelfe, holding of none: LORD for Him-ſelfe, for His owne 
Credice and Honour : LORD within Him-felfe, having all the 
Worlde for His Boundes, and bounded with none: LORD to Hims« 
ſelfe, giving neither Homage, nor Account toanie. All this ſhould bee 
a mightie Motiue, even vnto everic one, but moſte eſpeciallie to Kinges, 
to feare Him : vvho, although they haue none vpon Earth, to controll 
them ; neichcrare they ſubje& vato anie mans Law : yer there is One, 
vnto whone they are owing all their Homage and Dignitie ; ro whome 
they muſt reſigne their Crownes , and to. whome they muſt giue Ace 
count of all their doinges, There-fore, 'alchough they feare not men, 
yet let them haue a careco feareche LORD, audlivezquitablie with 
men ; vVnleſle that they would have this LORD of Heaven and 
Exrth, ( alchough they ſhall become inſolent , with Nebachadnezer) to 
caſt them our of their Thrones , vnt1ll they learne ro acknowledge and 
feare Him « Secondlie, To Him; Heeis the LORD his GOD: in 
/ proprietie, full perſwaſion, and aſſurance, that Hee is his LORD and 
GOD. For,alchough all;che Creatures acknowledge GOD, their L ORD; 
yea,the Wicked, and the Devils, in reſpe& of creation : yet the Godlie 
more firmlie, even by reading GODS Law,are confirmed, not onelie 
by Creation; but by Redemption, Conſervation, and particular Prote= 
Aion 3 that boldlie they may ſaye with Martz and THomaAs , Thou 
art wy LORD, and my GOD. This, as it may meete with our Adver- 
aries, who will bclicac onelie generallie, and impliciclie, without ante 
particular aſſurance: ſo it may comfort everie one, ſtudying to feare the 
LO RD : becaufe they ſhall bee perſwaded, ro haue G O D, to bee their 
LORD, moſte puillant againft all Adverſarie power, and moſte willing 
to helpe them, in all their needes, beeing their Gov: His Power as 
LoKkD, andloving Mercie,as their Go D, concurring ever for their 
welle-fare; and,there-fore, everic one ought alwayes to reſigne them- 
ſclues vnto Him, even as their ALMIGHTIE FATHER, : 
as King David, and all the reſt of GOD 5S holicand bleſſed:

RAELITES were commaundecd , nor onelic that the Fathers ſhould 
reach che Children, the ſeverall poyntes and partes of the Law : But, 
Iyke-wyſc, that chey ſhould haue it written vpon the Poſtes of their 
Doores, vpon the Frindges of cheir Garmentes, and ypon the Frontlets 
of their Browes « Vnto which ations, although wee bee not aſtrited 
przcyzecliez yer it bchoveth Kinges, and vs all, ( if wee would follow 
the Philoſophers direRion, to haue ſome notable ObjeR, for our vnder- 
Nanding to worke vpon, that it vague not) to eſteeme of this Law, even 
a5 the moſte worthic Subject of our diſcuiſe, and meditation : and, to 
bee whollie, and torallic, ſer, for keeping ir in memorie, ( lince Memo- 
via excolendo eugetur.) Kinges, and all, I ſay, ſhould bee repeating g# this 
Law continualiie: For, as the Beaſts onlic which chewed the Cud, were 
counted clcane, and meete for Sacrifice ; So, onelic they, who ruminate 
and meditate this Law, are counted cleanein the fight of God, and 
their Sacrifice is acceptable. There-fore, if the Iewes were commaun» 
ded, to haue this Law written everie-where, that they could not turne 
their Eyes anie wayes , but they bchelde the wordes there-of;: much 
more wee, who haue the Promiſes of GoD, that Hee ſhall nor wryte ir 
wnto vs, as Hee did vnto them, to wit, in Tables of Stone; bur in our 
fleſhlie heartes : that where=ſo-ever wee are., what-ſo-ever wee pur- 
poſe, or entende, this Law may beea Touch-ſtone ; And, as the Wheels 
in Ezecbiel went backwardes and forwardes, everie-where, where the 
Spirite led them : Even ſuch lyke, the Spirite of this Law , ſhall leade 
vs backwardes and forwardes, whither-ſo-cver wee goe: keeping it ſelfe 
cloſe in our memories, to examine all thinges there-by . Thirdlic, 
Keeping it ſelte in our affection and loue. King David ( in the nine- 
tecath ?Pſalme, and others ) proteſteth, that hee eſtcemeth more of this 
Law, than of Golde ; and confelleth itto bee ſweeter, than the Honey, 
and the Honey-combe. Oh, thar Kinges would learne at him, to de- 
| Tighc there-in, and to loue it aboue all other thinges. If kinges, vvho 
make vp Minions and loue them ſo well, thatthey will not ſuffer them 
£o bee long out of their light, nor departecheir przſence, without leaue ; 


Then, much more ſhould chey bee carcfull of chis ſyeer Mi Nnion, m_ 
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the Law of GoD, ( vvhich never was, nor yet ſhall bee, falſe to anie) 
ro loue, and entertayne it, and co keepe ir cloſe vnto chem, as a Fidiſiimus 
Achates ; that it haue ever przlence ; neyther ſulfer it, for anie mans li» 
cence, or procurement, to departe from the Court: for, then, happie 
ſhall chey bee, if chey hane ſuch a Toſepb, or Daniel, to wayte vpon them, 
If it haue( wich the Manof God) a Table, and a Candleſticke there: 
or, if, rather, they ſtand in, or by, the preſence of it, as the Queene of 
Sheba ſayde of Salomens Standers. It were good for kinges, that they 
would remember that of the French King, (within this Age) concers 
ning his Minion z how that the king would make him ſuch a one, that 
none ſhould bee able ro vndoe him. Oh, if it were truelie in the 
hearces of kinges, thus to loue, and lyke, the Law of Libertie, and co 
kythe their power, for the eſtabliſhment there-of, that their Succetſours 
might not bee able co empare or remforce the ſame. Bur, this is totye 
GoDs Law vntoordinarie Mcanes, which arc often-tymes like tothe 
broktty Reedes of ZXgypt, Neither could Davip nor Ios14aH effe- 
Auate this» Alwayes, all thoſe that bee Gov s Minions, and are like 
rothoſerwo renowned kinges,ſhould extend their power and prowelſle,. 
in keeping true loue and affeRion to this Law ; ;eraining and maintai- 
ning it, within their Dominions , and bee provident , for the maintaie 
nance there-of : thar neither it, nor the Levite, goc wandering, even as- 
ehough there were no king in Iſraell : and, aboue all, to entertayne it,. 
as their Darling : not ſuffering Oat-landiſh Womea to ſteale away their 
heartes, as they did Salomons, from it : nor cur away their Lockes, as Das 
lileb did from Sampſon, and then delivered him, diſarmed of Go ÞD s pro=- 
retion, to the Philiztimes, Neither ler anie advancement, nor anie 
rhing what-ſo-ever, make them co promiſe that , which choſe wicked 
Prieites, Iaſon and Meneians, did. Yea, neither ler king , nor people, 
{wither from the loue of this Law, to bce Iuke-warme, with the Laodi» 
ceaues, left che LORD ſpucthem our; Neither hault berwixt two opis- 
nions , withthe Iſraelites, left the LORD deſtroy them, If GOD 
in His Ceremonies, did forbid mixtures of Secde, Copulation Cloathes,. 
&c. then much more of Religion. There can bee no communication 
berwixt GOD, and Beliall; t1car, and Darkneſſe. Darins coulde 
ſay, | might admita rivall of my Crowne, bur of my lore. I could admit 
of none, Much lciſecan the Law of G O D {ſuffer 2nic to bee comparts- 
ner with itin loves it will bee chaſtelie, purelie, and ſvlclie, loved. The 
Prophet David (ayeth , Marvelous are Thy Teftimonies, Thinges which 
are Marvels, are beft kept, and remembered: yea, if wee care forit , 
wee will keepe it, and our ſelues vrio it; Senes que cnraus rewiniſcuutny » 
= If there. 
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If there bee, then, anie loue, or affeRion, to the Lawe ; not onelie will 
Hagar, with her bond-{onne, bee caſten our, and all Keturahs Children bee 
ſent hence : bur, like-wiſe, all the blairinges of the fatteſt Oxen and 
Lambes , will bee ftaunched : yea, Hagag him-lelfe, will bee hewen in 
pieces, beforethe LORD, ( although hee looke neyer fo plcaſantlie, ) 
For G 0 D loveth Obedience, better than Sacrifice; ard ftarre more, 
then, than anie wordite prztence, But , muſt the Canaanites bee prickes 
in our {ides , 2nd thornes in our eyes, totrye Vs ,.if wee will feare the 
LORD 2 Or, mult the pople and tares abide, vntill the Harveſt come? 
Hows-ſo-ever ic bee, let vs refolue with Toſhueb, who ſayde, 1, and myne 
Houſe-boide, will ſerue the LORD, Let vs retaine, and returne, viito our 
firſt love: for it was better then, than now, 

The ſecond point is, what hee muſt keepez even All the wordes of 
8his Law, When GOD brought the 1ſraclizes out of #gypt, Mosts 
tolde Pharach, that hee would not ſuffer ſo much as one hooteto remaine 
behinde; but, young and olde; Beſtjall, and all, muſt goe with him, 
Such like in the {ſervice of G OD, and His worſhip, all His Law muſt 
goc together ; there muſt neither beea renting in pieces, nor diviſion, 
nor ſundring. IF CHRIST'S Coate, which had no ſeame, was kept 
whole amongſt the Souldioures z much more this Lawe , amongftt the 
Chriſtians, The King muſt bee a keeper of both the Tables ; of rhe 
firſt,to GOD; and of thelecond,for GOD, This all muſt bee kepr, 
ſince they are one GODS, vvhole Will it is, to give no diſpenſa:ion, 
nor exemption, in, or from, aniez yea, hee ſaycth, that hee who faileth 
in one, hath broken all, in reſpe& of one Commaunder, and becauſe 
they are all linked together , by one Chaine of Equitie : that hee, who 
miſregardeth the breach of ante, is male-affeed vnto all. And, there- 
fore, wee oght to hauec an vniforme affeion, and intention, to keepe all: 
and, by GODS grace, continuallie ſtriue to doe the fame. Although 
wee haue made our ſclues vnable to keepe all; yer GOD, enjoyning 
ali, will ſhow, what once wee were able ro doe, what wee ſhould endea» 
vour to doc y and that wee ſhould runne vnto Him, who hath done ail 
for vs: and toſecke from Him, to inable vs, to doe whar-ſo-ever Hee 
commaundeth ; as Auguitine ſayde. Since, then, wee ſhould keepe all in 
atieRion, and all in, intention, although wee beenot able to keepe all 
inaQion; this may checke thoſe,who thinke it ſufficient anough, if they 
be not open Robbers, Sacrilegious, Idolatcrs, Adulterers,&c: although 
they bee givento other grotle:and ſecret ſinnes » They may deceive 
the worlde , yea, beguile chem-ſzlues: bur yer GOD is not mocked, 
vyho hath bound them , not onelie to keepe one point, but the _ 
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Law . There-fore, there is no excuſe for Na«men,. neyther gaue the 
Prophet anie allowance, to goe tothe houſe of 'Rimmon: nor to bow the 
Knee, ( although withche Kings ) nor co haue an houſe for Rimmon « 
No excule for Herod, who willinglic heard Iouan BayrisT in manie 
thinges, but not in all: nor for Agryppa, who was almoſte, but not al- 
together a Chriſtian. As no diſpentarion 1s graunted, ro breake GODS 
Law, ſo none ought co bee raken by anic. Nor onelie becommerh Te- 
rabaels Ephod, a deſftruion to his houſe ; bur the ten Tribes are rent _ 
from the houſe of DaviD, becauſe of Saromons , and his Oat-landiſh 
Wyues, Idolatric. AHasBs whole Familic, and Race, for ſuffering 
Baal, and Iezebell co hauec her falſe prophets, is deſtroyde ar laſt by Te- 
by. Yea, lznosoPHATS Shippes are broken at Eziongebar, for ſocies 
tic with A4bab, and his lyfe was in hazard in his companie, and his Nee 
phewes , forthe ſame, were (laine by lebu, Theresfore, let it bee the 
blot and ſtayne of Poperic, ro dilpence with the breach: of ſome of 
GODS Law, and grant Exemptions, by Indulgences, 


nd theſe> Statutes , to doe them. 


N this chird affirmatiue vic, diftingoiſh the ation, and what, and by 

wharname, TheaQion, Hee waft doe, The King mult nor bee lyke 
the Phariſees, laying heavie Burdens vpon the People, and nor touching 
anic of them them-ſclues. For, that which the King commaundeth 
others to doe, hee muſt no: leaue ic vndone him-ſclfe; 7unc agitur cen- 
ſera , & fic exempla parantur. , cum judex alios quod wonet , ipſe facit « 
Caro VTICENS1S, leading his Hozite' tharow the Defartes of Africke, 
is renowned , that firſt of all hee did char,,which hee commaunded his 
Souldioures to doe: ſo'that they were' aſhamed, to refuſe to doe anie 
thing, which they ſaw him doe before them,. And, ſince, even by na- 
ture, weeare given to imitation ; as,Hervguntes, to follow their Maſters; 
Souldioures , their, Capraynes ;: and” SubjeRes, their Princes; Howe 
carefull, chen, ſhould they bee, vvho oaght co. bee, Patroncs voto on 
to be Prixfaces them-ſelues, in Goodnelle, and Examples of Godlinetle 2 
Thus Kings, doing GODS Commaundements,ſhall by their good Exems 
ples, draw others co gloritie GOD. Bur, marke; chis doing doeth 
imply , chat not onelie our externall:aRtiones 3, bur.chat all our wordes 
and choughres bee conformable,vnto GODS Law ;' for there is great 
difference, berwixt the Law of the-king on Earth, and the Kane of 


. Heaven, Thc lawes of men, ſtryke onclic vpon mens aRiones , and

ſpeaches z 
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ſpeachesz bynding the bodice, andthac which proceedeth from the bo- 
die : But, the Law of the Kine of Heaven, byndeth mens Conſcien» 
ces z that not onelietheir aRiones and ſpeaches, but their thoughts and 
cogitations, are eryed,and fyneds: That, as Parmenio and Fbilotas, were 
condemned for Treaſon, intended agaynſt Alexauder , although ir was 
not brought to paile: Even fo, thoughts, not onelic with conſent of the 
will, and comming to ſpeaches, and ations; but without conlent of the 
will, and ſorc-tymes extinguſhcd in the cogitation , beeing ayouy, 
tranſgreſſions of the Lawe, are ſinnes , Theresfore, wee ſhould looke 

. circum{peRtlie, to the puritie and ftritneſle of this; Lawe, and to mo» 
derate al} our doinges, wordes, and thoughtes, there-by ; yea, and ro 
meditate before, not onehe our ſpeaches, and aQtones; bur our cogita- 
tiones: for, although wee ſay commonlie , Oar thongbtes, are our owne; 
yer let:them bee ſo our owne, that they bee nor agaynit GODS Lawes 
If the wyſe man enterdyte vs, to ſpeakeevill of the King, no, not in our 
Bed-chamber, leſt the Fowles of Heaven ſhould reveale it: and Kinges 
have not onelic long handes, to puniſh; but cares, to take nociſe : Then, 
farre much more, ſhould wee rake heede, that wee ipezke not evill of the 
King of GLok1E; vvho needeth nor to abydethe revealing of the * 
Fowles; and who hath nor onelie long Eares, and Handes, but a large 
Heart, ( as the Prophet ſayeth :) For it is Hee that ſeachcth cherevnes, 
and everie ſecret cloſer of the heart. Thus it will not bee anough, to 
doc GOD S Commaundementres, in ſpeach, and action ; but wee muſt 
remember, that His principall delireis, My Senne, giae mee thyue beart, 
G O D muſt bee ſerved, in Spirite, and in Truecth. Secondlic, if in- 
ward puritic bee required in ourthoughtes, (vvhich G O D onelie 
ſeeth , becing *#apsayvocn;: ) then much more in our ſpeach, ar:d 
attiones, vvhich ſhould bee Notes and Signes of inward (inceritie. And 
there-fore, this Brydle oughe to bee put to our Tongue, and this Rulero 
our Handes; for, of everice ydle worde, wee muſt giue account, in the 
day of judgement, MAaTTH, xXij. verl. 36, And agayne, if anie man 
ſceme religious,and brydle not his Tongue, chat mans Religion is vayne. 
James 1, verſ, 26. Thirdlie, if doing bee requilite, then diſcuſſing of 
che Lawe, within our ſelues, or diſcourſing ourwardlic , pratling lyke 
Tertullus, to bee heard, will not bee ſufficient : no, it will nor bee ſufh- 
cient, to abſtayne from (innes forbidden in the Law, as Ydleneffe, Drun- 
kenneiſe , Murder, &c, ( but, alace, where ſhall theſe blacke Swannes 
bee found now a-dayes ? vvhere-in the wickedneſſe of the Amorites is 
come vntothe full meaſure: Nec quo progrediatur babet :Y Bur there is a 
farther, to wit, the affirmative ducties muſt beedone, If it bee a wyſe

Saying , of ſome Philoſophers, thar all contemplation, wichout aftion, 
is nanght, and bur a phantaſie in che mynde; chen it is moſte ſure in 
THreoLoc1e,that contemplation ſhould be turned into ation: although 
ſome Divines controvert , whether the ende there-of bee contempla- 
tiue, or actiue; yerthe greateſt parte enclyne, that ic is ative; and the 
practize of the criumphanc Church, finging che heavenly HaLELvjan, 
would import this. Butthis is without controverlie, confctſed amongſt 
all, Thar a Chriſtiin ſhould beein conrinuall ation of GODS Lawe:s 
imitating GO D, who is onelieattion : and the Heavens, which are 
in continuall motion.” Then, wee panting and breathing, to come vnto 
both, ſhould bee inceſſantlic exerciled, itz che workes of pictie rowardes 
GOD, Charitie towardes our Neyghboures, and Sobrietic towardes 
our feluecs. For, not onelie the barren Tree, bearing vo Fruitez and 
the bad Tree, bearing evill Fruite: but that Tree, which brought foorth 
no Frutte, is hewen downe, and caſten into the Fyre: and the tenour of 
the procelle at the day of judgement, will bee for {innes of omillton. 
There-fore, alchough good workes bee not Cauſa reguandi, yer beeing y/ 

Vin regni, Knowing theſe thinges, wee perſwade men, todoe GODS 7/74 
Law : there-by co declare their knowledge there-of, their memorie in 
retayning the ſane, and their affetion in loving of it : knowing , that 
the doers of the Law,are juſtified Demonftrative, and Declarative, before 
men, alchough nor Ffettive before GOD. 

The names are , The Law, The Commaundement, The Statute : each 
word having the ftrengch of an Argument, cocnforce Obedience. If it 
bee Lex, ir muſt bee read, and read over agayne: ic byndeth vnto the 
fulfilling and obedience there-of, not onelie outwardlie, bur inwardlie, If 
ic bee a Commaundementr, then ic is from a Superiour, and hath autho= 

ritie from the Commaunder, even GOD, the LOR D. If Hee bee 
LORD, then homage arid obedience is duc varo Him :left Hee come 
playne, If I bee LORD, where i& my feares If I bee a Father , where 
i myne bonouwr? Then, in reſpe@ of the Commaunder, {o mighrie, ' 
puitſant, and powerfull: yes, ſo loving, bouncifull, and gracious ; wee 
ought to doe. If they bee Statutes, ( as Kinges Sratures goe foorth 
vnder ſuch peynes, and penalties, if they bee nor fulfilted, or if they bee 
broken) they are ſtatured vnder che grearelt peynes that can bee, both 
of Bodic and Soule, ( where-as the Statutes of carthlic kinges, ceaze 
onelie vpen the Bodie, and vpon the appertaynances there-of ; ). Curſed 
are all, which abyde not to dee all thinges , which are written in the Booke 
of the Lowe, Curſed, co wit, deſticute of che favour of GO D: left 
vnto them-ſclues : ſubjeR roche wrath of GO D inthis praſenc lyfe 2 
F 2 * and: 
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and vnto the zxternall Fyre of Hell, in the lyfe to come. And, there- 
fore, if men itand in awe of carthlic kinges, for fearc of forfaiture, or for 
feare of lyfe;/ | Then , much more, even kinges, and all others, oughc to 
ſtand in awe of theſe Statutes of GOD, preaſling and inuring 
them-ſclues for to doe chem: with full afſurance of greater diſpenſation, 
than anie earthlie king will, or can, graunt of his Lawe. That,if wee 
belicue, thac another hath fulfilled the Statute for vs , both in perfe& 
obedience, and fatisiying fullieche Penaltiez; GOD will accept of vs, 
thorow CHRIST: requiring of vs, that wee earneftlic endevour 
to keepe, and doe, the whole Law, and Commaundementes of GOD : 
manifeſting our obedience alſo vntothe worlde, even by a Godlie lyfe ; 
ending ſo our Salvation, with fearc and.trembling : ſince ir is a Statute 
not piven in Vayne.

the ſydes ; ſonotonelieare Aﬀfirmatiues commaunded, but Ne 

gatiues are inhibired: And, as the Philoſopher ſayde, as Poy- 

ſon and Diſeaſes, ſo Sophiſtricis deſcrybed, that they may bee eſchewed 
and cured ; So, lyke-wyſe , are Negatives and Vyces poynted at, that 
they may bee abhorred, evited, and amended. And ſo theſe vſes and 
endes are negatiuelie ſet downe; vvhere-of the firſt is , That bis beart 
bee not life vp; Secondlie, That bee turne not from. the Commaundement « 
The firit is the cauſe originall, and ſourſe : the ſecond, the effe, and 
conſequent; for, if the heart bee not lifred vp, then hee will not curne 
from the Commaundement s and, if hee turne trom the Commaunde- 
ment, that is a ſympteme , that the heart js lifted vp ; For, the Com« 
maundement is a Prefſe, and a Burden; a Poyſc,and a Yoake, which 
if it bee removed, the heart will {well, and become light, and vniulic. 
Although theſe Commaundementes bee 'negatiuelie ſer downe, as * 
moire

moſte the greateſt parte of the Commaundementes are, to ſhowe ohr 
pronencile, and inclination to finne, which muſt bee inhibited. Yee Af 
firmatiues are implycd: as on the contrarie, where Aﬀirmatiues are vr» 
gcd, Negatiues are included, The firſt of theſe is particular, the ſe- 
cond is more generall; to reach vs, that although wee hane a gene- 
rall knowledge, andnotiſe of the Law : yet it manifeſtcth onelie1ta the 
particulars of our lyfe and converſation « And, there-fore, ( although 
the Philoſophers dreame, vpon Vniverſalitics, and the Papiſfes vpon 
generall knowledge, ) ler che Chriſtian manifeft both his knowledge 
and Fayth, by particular praRiſes, and proues of pietie. The particu- 
lar heere is fir ſee downe, as firſt looked vnto; and that it ſhould bee 
firſt praftized : lince Generalls are gathered of particulares. ' If wee, 
then, will giue declaration, that wee are good men in habire, wee muſt 
give it in particujar aRjones: in this, and that, &c. Knowing , as Now 
na biraudo facit Ver: ſo, if there bee a defeRt; in one particular , the ge- 
nerall cannot ſubſilt abſolutelie, ; 

In the particular, wee may conſider the ynion of the king, and the 
people; that they are Brethren, Secondlie, a prohibition , That his 
beart bee net lifted vp, &c, For the vnderſtanding of the vnion, wee 
may diſtinguiſh diverſe ſortes of Brethren; Firſt, By nature, all men 
are Srechren, comming of one ADAM, comming all out of che Arke 
of No An, comming all one way into this Worlde, and all by one 
way going our of the Worlde agayne : that all may fayewith Iosn, 
Corraption , theu art my Mother, Secondlie, Brethren by Nation: for 
all of one Nation, and Language , are connred Brethren ;, as all the 
I:wes, in the Olde TesTAMENT, Thirdlie, They are Bre- 
thren,whoare of one Brood and Blood: not onlie ſuch as arc of one Fa» 
cher, and Mother ; but thoſe whichare of one Stocke, Linage,and Kin» 
ied , eyther by Conſanguinicie, or Afﬀinitie« Fourchlie , Brethren by 
Calling, Vocation,and Profeſſion 3 thus kinges arc Brethren ,  Fiftlie, 
Brethren by Grace of Adoption, even by one FATHER, And thus 
all che Fayrhful}, nor onelie 2re Brethren, but alſo Members of the wy- 
ſticall Bodic of CHRIST, This, of all others, is the moſte con» 
{tringenr, and ſureſt Band: all other Fraternities may diffolue, or their 
louerefoluc: buralthough Heaven and Earth paſſe away, yet one jote 
of this Brother-head ſhall noe fayle, nor periſh . For, heere-in there is, 
one FATHER in Heaven, GO D: one MoTrrk on Farth, GODS 
Srovse, the Cavacu: one Seede, the immortall Seede of GODS 
Worde : aud one elder Brother, even IES/S CH RIST: in whom 
all agree. They haue jnfallablie that Note , which the Philoſophers 
7 2 of giue, 
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| 
ine, to wit, that they are Brethren, who divyde the Inheritance: For, 
chey ſhall divyde that zcernall Inheritance amongſt them . This Bro- 
ther=hcad, in all chefe kyndes, ( lince kinges are liki-wiſe vniced by 
them, eyther to their people, or amonglit chem-ſ(clues, ) may entorce 
this prohibition, That bee bee not lifted vp in heart : where che prohibition, 
of not becing litred vp, then, the principall parces affeted, are to bee 
diſtinguiſhed - For the firſt , of not lifting vp; there is an Exaltation 
commaunded, and alſo commendable, to wit, that Kinges have their 
Thrones, Powers, and Dominions ; that they haue their Soveraignitie 
over all perſons, and cauſes, whateſo-ever , ( within their owne Domi- 
nions) that they haue their przheminences of places, not onelie tncom- 
parable, bur alſo incompatible, to any others; that chey have their Renrs, 
Revenewes, Cuſtomes, [mpoites, Tributes, Taxes, &c . for the mayn- 
caynance of cheir Dignities, and vato che fartherance and expeding of 
thir good Delignes, and Enrerpryzes, &c. Bur, the lifting vp, hecre 
forbidden, is diſalowable by GOD, and by His Worde. As, -firſt, 
yvhea Kinges vſurpeallco them-ſclues, lyke Nebuchadnezer, in his Pal- 
lace, lifced vp, with Lncifer, co misken G O D: vvith 7haraob, asking 
if there bee a GOD: vvith Sanscherib, blaipheming G O D : beeing 
over-blaſted , with the Mill-dew of {ſclfe-conceited Soveraignitie by 
them-ſclues. Secondlie, When Kinges are lifced vp in pryde, by cove- 
couſnelle , thinking them-ſelues ablolute Lordes of mens perſones , 
goodes, and meanes. Thus Ahab, by the inſtigation of Texgebell, ( Kns- 
welt thou not , that thou art the King of the Land?) muſt have Nabotbs 
Vine-yarde, whecher ic beeright or wrong , Thirdlie , When they are 
lifred vp in pryde, by crueltie, that they care no inore for mens lyues, 
than they were Dogges. This was the ſavageneſTe of the Barbariane 
kingdomes, of the Aſſyrianes, Babylonianes, Perſiaues, &c . and the Ro- 
wane Tyrant Caligula, could wiſh all the Heads in the Citie of Rome, 
vpon one Necke. The Grand Tarke, to day, holdeth himaſclfe'abſolute 
Lord of Lyfe, and Death, and of what-ſo-ever is in his Dominions; that 
his Subje&es are nor orniclie Slaues, bur like Beaſtes , I praye GOD, 
ſuch manners bee: onelie found amongſt Heathen and Tarkes , and that 
Chriſtian Princes haue neyther ſtayne nor ſwicke of them. Fourchite, 
Thereis a lifring vp in pryde, by immoderate and inordinate lmpoltes, 
Taxations, Vexations , &c, Alchough, often-rymes, people murmure 
and grudge, vrjuſtlie, without anie cauſe, as the Iſraelites did to Reho- 
boam, agaynit SALOMON , for the Burden of a good Worke, even che 
| building of the Temple, And, it is hard to giue contentment vnto that 


Bellas multorum capitnrs , of the Kinges Effayres, and necellaric exigen- 
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TO THE KING, s 47 
ces3 but there will ,bee a Siwei, or Sheba, readie to ſowe Diſcordet 
en{/01100 T0156 MAITELS a4 K3TYCKi, layde Theucidides. Yet, it were 
meete, that kinges ſhould remember 7yberius Saying , E#i boni Paſtoris 
tondere peens , & nou deglubere : and , #4601) Toy ypuoey Pty a 
Jaxguwy 197m; and, to beware of vntymous Charges: and, not to 
pole, and pill their SubjeRes, for vanecetſarievies. All theſe vp-lif- 
tinges , are forbidden co kinges : for they ſhould bee lifted vp, onelie to 
doe according to luſticeand Equitie ; Firſt, Becauie they are Brethren 
by nature, and ſo men: that although they bee Gods by office, yer they 
ſhall dic as men? and, although they bee cruelic and reallic Kinges; yer 
they are but lyke kinges in a Stage play 3: for, when the king hath ated 
his parte, hee is diſveſted of his Robe-Royall, and diffcrech nothing 
from a SubjecR, becing layde in the duſt: and , ſhorclie there-atter, a 
man can ſcarcehe tell, whether that bone, bee the Kinges bone, or the 
bone of the Subje&t . There-fore, Chriſtian Kinges ſhould demoliſh 
chat Heatheniſh opinion, learned out of Virgill, or che Americas conceites, 
co wit, that men, after this lyfe, ſhall bee ranked, according vnro their 
eſtates here, Truelie, if chey be affured of the favour of GO D in this 
lyfe, they may perſwade them-ſelues of an higher Eſtate, and of an im- 
morrtall Diademe ; other-wyſe, the ritch Glutcon goeth to Hell, - And 
there-fore, kinges ſhould learne to bee wyſe, It is reported , ( whe- 
ther it be in /topia, or no,l wil not enquire: the Trieuniuw of the YVice-Roy, 
amongſt the Indians, is lyke vnto this, ) char in ſome places, Kinges are 
changed. everic yeare: and ar the yeares cnde, they are ſent over toan 
Yland: there-fore , ſuch of them as are provident, will ſende over be- 
fore them , all Commodities z which afrerwardes may ſerue them, even 
all their lyfe ctyme , The moralitie of this 15 moſt ſore : although kings 
know not, if they ſhall bee changed ina yeare; yer this they may well 
know, that once ina yeare, ( and they know not how loone, ) they 
ſhall chaunge their Eitares. There- fore, it were good for them, if they 
would ſende over, or rather ſende vp, their Proviſion before them $ not 
as the Americenes, or Indianes, vſe to doe; to lay their Counfelloures, or 
caft their beſt thinges into the Graue: but onelie ro remember that Ad- 
monition of the Page , $v18T@» ofÞiAinws 3; and that Proclamation 
of the Herauld , carrying daylie before the Emperour his Winding- 
ſheere, Hoc ſolum reffar Imperatort : and to rub his Face, with this: 
dead mans hand, O, Earth, Earth, Earth: That they may, embrace- 
this Negartiue, not to bee lifted vp , That when their earthlic Thrones 
fayle, they may be lifted vp.co thoſe which are everlaſting. 
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Secondlie, They ſhould not bee lifced vp, becauſe Brethren by 
Nation and, Blood : chey are nor Strangers by conqueſt, that they reig- 
ned over, to bee pur vnder yron Sawes, or Harrowes z or to bce mea- 
ſured with rwo Coardes, as David did with the Children of Am-. 
mn, Moeb, and Edim. But, they arc People of cheir owne Language, 
Linage, and Blood ; co bee ruled by them, even as a loving Father docth 
his Children : Vt fit iv Kege Pater, yea, in Rege Paftor: and, Non 
ſobi, ſed toti genitum ſe. credere genti. Nor oneltc calleth Home, 
AGAMEMNON, Ilcipyy Twy Agoy : Bit the ScRuaprvae layerh, 
T bane commaunded DAVID, to feeds my People ISRAEL. 
It was commendable, for the wyſe Kiages of Ecvrr,and AsSYRIA, 
to chooſe thoſe, which were the wyſeſt in the whole Kingdome, of 
what-ſo-ever Race they were, to bce their Friendes and Counticlloures,. 
(whom they called 4brach, and Couſins ) and to holdethem with them 
continuallie, as TJostry, DanztL, SADRACH, ZEROBABELL, &cs 
Others entertayned the Philoſophers about chem, ( calling them Fa- 
THERs;) anddid all thinges by their advyſe, and proſpered, This 
forme of Governament cntertayncth berwixt King and People, mutuall 
Joue, which is indeed the ſtrongeſt Band ro contayne SubjeRes in obe- 
dience. Deceſtable is thar of Dionyſius, Quem metuunt , periſſe cupiunts 
Bur the Saying of the Spirite of G O D ( although rare) is moſte 
ſwecte . 0 how pleaſant a thing s it , for Brethren to dvyell together | 
Loue beeing that Oyle, which falleth vpon the King, as the Head, and 
drencheth chorow the whole Bodie of che Common- wealth ; where-by 
Kinges become like TiTvs, Delicie & amor generis bumani, Heere-by 
the King and SubjeRes beeing linked together as Brethren,according to 
the pradticall Parable of the Father to the Sonnes, of the bunch of Ar- 
rowes, and Wandes, become invincible: and the King ſhall not neede 
to bee aſhamed, having his Quyver full of ſuch, to mecte, and encouns- 
ter; with his Enemics $ for then they will not ſpare to h:zard, even their 
Lyues, Landes, and 8ll, for his honour,and ſafetie: and account his lyfe, 
with Davips Souldiouresy worth ten chouſand of them: and, what. 
ſo-ever they have, they will gladlie imparce, for his preſervation, 2nd 
the benefire of the Common-wealthz and, as our Noble-men could 
ſaye , Cwſed bee bee, that Would not docit. ConsT an 
Trvs CHLokvs, beeing vp-brayded of Povertie by his Collcagues, 
ſhowed'chem, that nor onelic the loue and cruſtineſſe of his Subjees, 
was his Ritches :* bur, like. wiſe, ſhorclie ( having ſhowne to his Friends 
wherc-of hee had neede) hee let them ſee, by yoluntarie Concribution, 
and 
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and free Offer, a farre greater Treaſure, than anie of his Colleagues 
had. Thus the Strength, and Rirches of the Kingdome, isthe mu- 
cuall loue berwixt the King and his SubjeRes : other-wyſe, becing 
diftrated by hatred, they become an ealie Prey, when they begin eve- 
rie one to prye into anothers doinges ; and to frye in ſuſpitions, dif- 
cruſt, and deſpite; conſtruting everie thing againſt the Rules of Ve- 
ritic, and of Charitie;z wreafting good Intentions, and Meanings, to 
finiftrous endes. Woefull Experience, even in manie Common» 
wealthes , yea, ard in this like-wiſe, hath given roo manie miſerable 
Exemples, which | will not przſumeto touch, leſt I ſhould worke anie 
Dilcontentment, or Diſcowragement: Felix quem faciunt aliens peri- 
cala caxtam ; ſince Concordia res parv& creſcunt , diſcordia maxime dila= 
bantur. Secondlie, If Kinges and People bee Brethren by Blood and 
Nation; then,as it is a Curſe pronounced by GOD, againſt a Peas 
ple, co wit, that Hee will give them a King, which ſhall beea Stranger , 
whoſe Language they ſhall not vndeiſtand: And, (alace) howe 
greivous hath the Yoke of Strangers beene, the Iewes felt, and 
manic other Nations; even moving them to crye out, /# had beene_ 


"better for ws, not to haue_Þ beene in the Warlde-, Nor to bee vnder 


ſuch Strangers,not onlic by Nation,but by Nature, and Mannersz me- 
riting, by Feir mercileſſe dealing, the name of Stranglers? So, O 
what great a Bleſling is it from GOD, and to bee acknowledged, as 
a ſpeciall proofe of His Mercic , when Kinges are borne of the ſame 
Nation, even amiddeſt their Brethren? Andif anie Nationever had 
cauſe co prayſe GOD, for His goodnelle in this poynt; then SCOT>» 
LAND chiefelie, which hath beene governed maniehundrerh yeares, 
by Kinges of their owne Nation , vnconqueredof anje; although ir 
hath beene often-tymes aſſayled, by BxiToNes, PicHTas, Roe 
MANES, DANES , and others: yer, prayſed bee G O D, all were 
foyled , and it remayneth ſtill vnder the Soveraygnitic ofa King even 
of irs owne Nation ; vvhich no King, nor Kingdomein FY ROPE, 
norin the whole Worlde, can lay, for ſo manie yeares, And, there- 
fore, both King and People, may ſay with David, What am T, or. 
my People, O LORD, or myne Houſe , that Thou ſhoulde#? ſo re- 
garde it ? And they ſhould preafſe to bethankfull, The King ſhould 
remember that of DayiD to ABISHAL , KnoWe#? thou not, that I 
am King this day over Iſrael! ? And what hee defired Zavocke 
and ABIATHAR to ſay vnto the Elders of Ivpamn, Tee are my Bre- 
thren ; yee are my Bones, and my fleſh. Lyke-wyſe , the People 
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conſidering this, tike Ivpan and Iszatir ; ſhould ftryue, in loue 
and obedience, to: pleaſe cheir King, wich whom, ( prayſed bee the 
Nam: of the LO RD forthe ſame) no King on earth can compare, 
for Royall perfonall Vercues,of Pietie,luſtice,temperance,8&c. And the 
hearcs of IvDAH and IlsRatLL, ought co bee bowed,even as the heart 
of one man, to follow,and obſecundate him,in all his Godlie Deſignes, 
as their Father ; that it may bee well with chem, and their King . 


. Thirdlie, Kinges ſhould nor bee lifred vp, becauſe they are Bre- 
thren-in Profeſſion, Calling, and Office. In this degree, Kinges 
amongſt them-ſelues paralelcd , are Brethren. SaLouon and Ht- 
RAM, AHAB and BENHADAD are Brethren. But, who vpon earth 
dare giue direftion, or commaund kinges, that they bee not lifted vp 
aboue orhers 2: (Since for the greateſt part, Omnes produttes odere pa- 
res, And Hanzun hath ſuſpicions, and jealous Counſelloures,to miſe 
interprete Davivs Godlie meaning.) The Pope, without warrand, 
would arrogate that to him-ſelfe, Perra dedir Petro, Petrus Diad:e- 


74 Rodolpho. Bur before this power was ſome-what abrogated, and 
kinges for che wes parte, can challenge, clayme, vindicate, and 
maynrayne ſufficienclie cheir owne Rights now-a-dayes » Yet, leſt 
wee ſhould leaue this poynt, as that Diſeaſe, Noli me tangere; lince 
wee are commaunded , to take the Wyne-Cup at GODS handes, 
wee may boldlie ( wich our Maſters licence, although wee haue nor 
coactiue power) propyne It; and counſell, and exhorr, char Kinges 
bee not lifred vp aboue others, in ambition, pryde, malice, or envye ; 
making havocke of others Terricories and Dominions, IEraTAHn 
ſendeth a notable Ambatllagerto the king of Ammon; to wit, that eve- 
rie one ſhould poſſeſſe that which G O © had given, Davidps* 
Orations agaynſt Goliah, and to Savr, are wonderfull, Anas 
bade cell BeNHaDaD, ſaying, Let not him chat girdech on his Har- 
netTe boaſt him-ſelfe , as him thac putteth it off. Tehoaſh counſclleth 
Amaziab, that alchough hec had ſmirten Edow, yet that hee ſhould not 
bee lifted vp, nor meddleto his hart. Tehoſophat, when it was tolde 
him, that a great mulcitude came from beyond the Seas, ſet him-ſelfe 
to ſeekethe LORD, proclaimed a Fait: and Iudeh gathered them- 
ſelues togerher, co aske counſell and helpe from GOD: and they 
ſtoode before the LORD, with their licrle ones, their Wyues , and 
cheir Children: the King hath a pithie Prayer 5 and commirting the 
| ſucceiſe to GOD, prevayleth, Kinges, then, becauſe Brethren by 
GOD, in Office, ſhould not beelifced vp, to enyade ochers Con- 


fines , 
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fines : eyther ſecretlie, by treaſon ; or openlic, by vnjuſt Warres, dis 
ſturbing che peace of Man-kinde: knowing not onelie Abners ſaying, 
co wit, It will bee bittcrneſſe 1n the ende ; bur, thar all their power is 
from G O D: and thatir is onelic Hee thar tran(lateth Dominion, 
from Nation to Nation : and lifterh vp men from the Dongue-hill, to 
ſic amongſt Princes as Agatbocles, the Potters ſonne, to bee king of 
Sicilie: and Saul is taken trom foilowing his Fathers Atles, and David 
from the Yewes,to bee King 3 and Iothans parable is oftey=times truCs 
Therefore, this ſhuuld reſtraine, curbe, and ſuppreſle jealouſic, ſuſpi- 
tion , and xmulation , &c. amongſt Kinges : reſenting not onclie, 
that chey are Brechren , but char they holde cheir Crownes of a Supe- 
riour, vvho over-{weyeth all the Sceprets, even at his owne pleaſure : 
2nd that Hce will reckon with Kinges, for His Talentes, And, there- 
fore, as one Nation, and People, areto one King; ſo is the whole 
Worlde, and all the Kinges there-in, ro GOD, King of kinges. 
Hence, then, all envye from Kinges: lince beſides that they are Bre- 
thren, G O D and Nature hath ſeparatcd their Dominions from 
other, ſome by inpregnable Mountaines, fome by Rivers, ſome by 
Sens, ſome by manners, and forme of living , and almoſte all by Lan» 
guageand Speach, &c. And,there-fore, as they haue their boundes 
ſer chem,and diftinguiſhed,as ſeveral] kingdomes,& yet all is theearth:; 
So ſhould their waſte concupilſcence, and dclires, bee bounded, and li- 
mitated, And remember Cyneas Saying vnto Pyrrbus, immoderate 
of Couqueſt; profelling , that hee would take reſt, atter that hee had 
ſubdued Italie, Why, 1s it not better nowe ( ſayde hee) to reſt in 
peace, before you trouble your ſelte, and others? Call co minde 1a4- 
kob and Labans Covenant, to wit, that thoſe Boundes, Marches, and 
Languages , ſhould beare witnetle , that none of chem ſhould paſſe 
them, tor the harme of others. Butall as of the earth, and 'men, to 
liue 113 a common Concord, Harmonie, and Aﬀedtion + {ince Homo eſt 
animal ſociale. And, thereefore, none ought to bee diſturbers of che 
common #eace of Man-kinde. Lamentable 1s Ciceroes obſeryarion, 
to wit, that moc men have periſhed, by the handes of men, than by all 
other accidentes what-ſo-ever: and, that Homo , ſhould bee Howini 
Lupus. Burt , Bleſſed are the Peace-makers, for thay ſhall bee called 
the Children of GOD, Math. 5. 9, | 


Fourthlie: Kioges ſhould not bee lifted vp, in reſpe& of the 
Brother-head of Grace, which is moſte ftrift, in regarde of the imme- 
diate power of GO DS Spirite, working the ſame. And, there» 
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fore, aboue all, this ſhould binde kinges, co live in zquitie, that they 
arc libbe to their People, and amongſt chem-ſclues in the Lion of che 
Royall Seede of the Tribeof I/DA H: although the traice bandes 
of Nature, and Blood, bee violated ofcen»times: and as there bee 
Monſters in Nature, and of Blood, which are aberrations of Nature, 
and by the ſcope there-of, ( as Philoſophers decermine: ) So there 
hath beene in che Politicke eſtate, ( not-with-ſtanding of all theſe 
Bandes mooving affeion and loue,) Monſters, both of Kinges, 
and Natiohs. But, let the Poet prevaile , Nallaque tantorum diſcat 
me vate maloram , quam multum licait populis, ant regibus atas , I will 
not rehearſe the barbaririe of the Tarkes , Rtrangling all the reſt of che 
Brethren, afceranis hope of Succeſſion : Neither of Prefer Iobn, im- 
priſoning his Brethren; Neither of the king of Ormas , pulling out 
che Eyes of his Brethren, to debarre them from the kingdome ; even 
becauſe of the Lawe, that a blinde man ſhould nor bee king : Neither 
the havockeof manie cruell Tyrants,cutting of their owne Armes and 
Legges, (like mad Pentheus) andwhe-Armesand-Lep>eadadf cheir Prine 
ces, and Subje&es: Neyther the raging furie of People, chat mulci- 
tude of Beaſtes, as Fumenes complaineth, whoſe Swordes devour moe 
of their Princes, than of their Enemies : Neither the Tumultes, Sedi- 
tions, Treafons, Plottes, Inſurreions, and Conſpiracics z even to de- - 
thronize thoſe, whome G O D hath inſtalled. But, as the Heathen 
would not ſet downe Lawes, cither againſt Parricides, or ingrace per- 
ſons , leſt anic ſhould learne ſuch Vyces : So men ſhould beware of 
blazing abroade ſuch Popple,amiddet GODS Wheat, Yet, ler 
all remember che Brother-head by Grace, which although ic neither 
abrogateth, nor difſplvyeth the diftinions and degrees, which ecicher 
Nature or Policic hath appointed : Yet it ſhonld moderate, and teach 
all , to diſcharge cheir O tices and Duecties , each vato others, accor- 
dinglie; that all may bee done in loue, and that everie one may ſerue 
another in loue, ( as the holic Apoſtle exhorceth.) Thus kinges 
ought in zquabilitic and zquilibrie of loue, torule,and judge, even 
according to Iuſtice: remembering not onelie, that their SubjeCtes 
arc their Brechren ; bur alſo, that they arethe LORD $S Inheri. 
rance, and Members of the Bodic of IESVS CHRIST, 
their elder Brother : and, chat they which gowe ſtand ar the Barre to 
bee judged, {hall one daye fir vpon Thrones, as AſſetTonres vato thac 
GREAT IVDGE, in the Generall Indgement; Yea , that they, 
and their Subjeces , ſhall bee Co-heires, and Co-kinges of Glorie, 
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And, there-fore, heere they ſhould not bee lifced vp, ( if they bee in 

the kingdome of Grace, ) prowdlic, reproachfullie, or deſpirefullice, 
over-haughting , or conremning cheir Subje&es: bur in all meeke- 
netTe, and vprightnetT= of heart, to doe right and.xquirie vato everie 
one: Knowing whoſe Deputies they are , and whoſe is the Iudge- 
ment. Bur, and if they delight to bee lifted vp in iniquitic, S A Mt P# 
Sons Riddle will ſurclic bee inverced ar che laſt, 

Nowe, the thing that ſhould not beelifted vp, is the Heart» The 
Heart is principallieaimedat: not onelie becauſe it is the principall 
Seate of Iudgement, and that there-fore G O D requireth it chiefelie, 
and wholeclie : But, alſo, becauſe ir is the veric Roote and Fountaine 
of all Bitcerneſle, of Pryde, and of Malice, ( as our Savieur CHRIST 
fayeth;) And the Moralift ſayde, Nil peccaut cali, ſi animus ocalis 
imperat, For, as if the Heart in the Bodie were ſwolne, or puffed 
vp, the reſt of the Members are in great daunger: So, like-wiſe , if 
the Kinges heart bee blowne vp, there is perill of a Whitle-wynde, 
even to over-blow the Common-wealth ; and ic is a ſurertoken, that 
ſuch kinges arclifred vp,in GO DS wrath, for 2a Iudgement. And, 
there-fore, (ince that kinges are the Heart and Head of the Come 
mon-wealth, che People ſhould take diligent heede vnto them-ſelues, 
leſt the LORDS anger bee kindcled againit ISRAELL, and 
Satan ſtand vp againſt chem , even to provoke their kinges againſt 
them, and to moue chem to {well, and riſe in tumoures, of ſelfe-con* 
ccired humoures, of their Graundour, Ritches, Power , numbers 
of men, &c, And let the king call to minde, not onelie DAvins 
numbering of the Pcople, and HezeKians oftentation of his. 
Treaſure and Armoric ; but alſo Davids Saying, 7 haue_s not 
thouzht , nor ſought, grcat thinges. Secondlic ; The Heart is 
pointed at, even becauſc no man knoweth the Spirit of man, but 
Man; and the heart of man, is deceitfull aboue all chinges.; who can 
know 1t? Men ofcenetymes play the Counterfaites,by ſhowes of Cours 
tefie; externallie ſtcaling away the hearts of men, by faire ſpeaches, as 
AB$SOLOM did? and yet chey are all-to-gether like vnto him in heart, 
evenprowde Rebelles . And, there-fore, bletJed are the pure in ſpis. 
rite, who haue learned at their Maſter F CHRIST] co bee mecke, 
and lowlic in heart; and whoſe heart is vpright, as I £ xv ſayde to 
lonADAB, andas Day 1D. ſaydevntothoſeof BeNjAMaN 
and Ivpan, which came to him co the Holde, If yee comer 
peaceablie_, to helpe.o mee, myne_ Heart ſpall bee_- knitte unto 
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you .. There-fore, away with Hypocriſie, and a double heart y a heart 
and a heart ,a rongueand ahand , contrarie ro the heart; from which 
; they ſhould haue their liuelic operations, Bur let chem bee, in verie 
deede, that which they ſcemeto bee: leſt counterfaiting, with Tyberins 
| at the firſt, and Nevo for fiue yecares, ( Aurenm quinquennium Nere- 
ns) they deceiue men, making them totruſt vnro them, ( but cur- 
ſed 15 hee, who truſteth in the Arme of Fleſh: ) when inthe meane 
time, they are moſte prowde malicious Deceivers, like vato Antio- 
chus Eupator, ( x#ax97#T1e ) and Demetrins to the TEwE $, perju- 
rious, and devourers of Men: like thoſe Anthropophagi, and Canni- 
balls, Bur al] true losHvans, Ix nosopHhnars, and lo- 
S1AHs, hoping for helpe from G O D , will bee gracious in 
heart, and deede, as well as in wordes. Let Lyſander have no Compa- 
nions, counting Profite to bee Honeſtie: and ſaying, that Children 
ought to bee deceived , Crepundits; and Men, by Oathes; although 
that M atchiavell, and the wholerabble of Policitians, crye out , Neſ- 
Cit reguare , qui neſcis dijiimulare, Yet ler Chriſtian Kinges and Prin- 
ces remember, thar this is Poyſon to PreTiEr: and, Qai vadic 
plane, vadit ſave,» The Schoole-men determine, that che King ſhould 
bee a God in this, Not to breake his worde. The decilfion of Lawe 
is, that if a king or prince goe againſt his promiſe, it ought for to bee 
reckoned amongſt the caſes which fall our by chaunce; neither may 
anie ſuppone the contrarie» The Obligation of this is double: one, 
naturall zquitie , which requirech trueth in ſpeaches, and chat they 
bee 7341p , of that which is in the winde 3; the other, the duetie cf 
the King, whoſe worde is the formall warrandize of Fidelicie amongſt 
the People: There-fore, the Proverbeis common , 7 Well bee— a 
King of my Wworde>. Hence , then, Diſſimulation , both from 
Court and Countrey; that wee may fſerue G O D in finceritic and 
trueth ,-and everie one truſt another , without ſuſpition , 
Out of this Negatiue, this Conſequent may bee deduced, ro wit, 
chat if kinges ſhould not beelifred vp in hearr, farre leffe then anic In- 
ferioures, who I;Ke-wiſe ought earneſtlic co remember, all the Links 
of Brother-head, and live in zquabilitic of loue cowards others: nor 
puffed vp in pryde, ſince GO D reliſteth che prowde, and loveth the 
lowlie and meeke, even the hamble NaTnHanaztrLs, in whome 
there is no guile. This may checkethoſe, who like Toades, ſwollen 
vp with earth, and loaden, as NAAamonN ſayde, like Mules, vvith 
molde, becauſe of their Ricches, for-ſoothe, exalt them-ſelues _ 
their 
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their Brethren. Yet the daye will come, When ir ſhall bee ſkowne; 
how ditficill a thing it is, for a ricch man, to enter into the Kingdome 
of Heaven: and what a difference ſhall bee betwixt LazA&vs, 
and che ritch Glutton, Others, becing lifted vp , like a bell vpon 
che waters; or blowing, like the Children, a Feathcr in the aire ; flie 
{wiftlic after Honour, even like the Peacockes, ſhowing their painted 
Plumes. Yer the daye commeth apace, which will diſcriminate be= 
ewixt Baman and MorDicar:t and then, Moveat cornicula ri. 
ſum , furtivis nudata coloribus. Like-wiſe, others, like men diſcafed in 
che Melt, or beaſtes affrighred ar cheir owne ſhadowes in the water, arg 
puffed vp, by pryde of Anteceſſoures, and Eſtares, withour any breath 
of Verttue in them-ſclues. And yer Time ſhoweth verie ofcen, that 
there is no difference berwixt Irus and Creſus: and; Hi motus animo- 
zum , atque bac inſiamina tanta , pulveris exigui jatts compreſſa quieſcunt« 
All are alike ſibbe m CHRIST IESVS,, and yer none will 
participate of His Glorije , but they who are Brechren with Him in 
Grace. , And whodaredildayne, to call Him Brother, whom GOD 
hath adopted to bee His Sonne ? and will Himsſelfe bee called 
his FATHER, 


And that hee turne not afjde_, from the > Commandement . 


N the ſecond Negatiue vſe , becing generall, there is 
ro bee marked, the interdi&tion, and the manner : the interdiQtion, 
Hee ſhould not turne from the Commaundement. The Commanndement 
' is ike a Way, or Guide in the Way . For a Way, David fayeth, 7 will 
runue the Way of Thy Commanndementes. And hee wepr, when 


hee ſaw , that men walked not inthe pach-wayc of GO DS Come 


maundementes. This is the Way of che high and mightie KING, 
the Royall Law, where-in both King and SubjeRes ought ro walke, 
Kinges , indeede, may haue their private wayes , vato their Houſes, 
Thrones, and Pallaces: but this is the onelie Path-beaten-way, vnto 
the Throne and Palace of Heaven. For, there hee onclic two wayes 
inthe World ; as not onelie Hercules ( as Xenophon reporteth) ſaw, 
and Pytbagoras could reach; bue CHRIST Him-lelfe, ( as Das 
vid like-wiſe, in his firlt ?Pſalme) demonſtcateih them vnto His Diſci- 
ples: thatis, the broade way, and che Rraire. This laſt, is che way of 
GODS Commaundementes : out of the which if anie ſlippe, into 
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the broade Fieldes of Pleaſure , with Davids or of Ambition, with 
Aaronz or of oftcntation of Treaſure, with Hezekisb; they ſhall nor 
orelie finde daunger , bur alſo difficultie to xeturne, as all thoſe three 
did: for it is even the way betwixt the Water, and the Fyre: fo, thar 
if there bee a ſlippe, or out-running, then muſt there bee either a drou 
Wing, in the Waters of Marab, by the Teares of Repentance; or elſe 
there will bee a burning in Hell , Ir is likethe flraite way, where the 
Angell did meeie Baalam; out of the which wee muſt not preaſſe 
with the Aſſe,to turne z vnlelſe wee would hazard the cutting off of 
our head. Secondlic ; If the Commaundement ſhoulde bee our 
Guide , in this our Pilgrimage, as the princelie Prophet David prote- 
ſeth, in the hundreth and nincteenth Pſalme, ſaying, Let ze bee my 
Light , 4nd Lanternes 3 wee ſhould cleauecloſe vnto it, vnleſſe wee 
would ſuffer Shippe-wracke : Wee mult lincerclie followe it, leſt 
wandering from it, ( as Joſeph did, out of the waye, ) wee goe to 
Dothan, and bee ſolde vnto the Iſmaelites, or #gyptians, or chicfe 
Steward of our owne Appetites,the Baytes of this World,and vntothe 
Suggcſtions of @atan. There-fore, let vs all, in the Name of the 
LORD, holde ftillby this GvyD ez; which will bring ys, even 
as the Guyde did the Danites, not vnto a Lachis , but vnto a ſecure 
HIERVSALE M. Secondlie: Marke where from the King 
ſhould nor turne, to wit, notfrom the Commaundement. Alchonugh 
the Commaundementes ſeeme to bee manie, yer they are reckoned 
heere in the (ſingular number : there-by co declare, that they haue one 
Lint, where-by they are joyned, one Spirite, one Authoritie, and 
Majeſtic of GOD, from which they flowe. Theyare capitulated 
in one loue; vnto G OD principallie, and to our Neyghbourin and 
for GOD. And, there-fore, no przvarication to bee vſed, but obe- 
dience yeclded vnto all, as to one: all muſt binde, as one ſingular 
and ſingle Commaundement, 


The manner is, Neyther to the_- right hand , nor to the 
left. Mosts offercd to Og and Sibon, and to the king of Edom, 
that hee would neither turne to che right hand, nor to the left, in his 
paſſage to Canaan : and heeis denyed. Bur the playne high waye, is 
offered vnto all the kinges of 1S RAELL, ſpirituallic travelling 
thorowe the Wilderneſſe of this Worlde, towardes the Heavenlie 
CANAAN: fo that they turne not,neyther to therighthand, nor to 
the lefr, The right and lefc hand of Proſperitie, or of Adverfitie, 
Mould not moue kinges , nor anie others, to turne from GODS 

Command 
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Commaundementes; if they world remember Agars Prayer, and 
thar parable of the hote Sunne, and the Winde, ſtryving for the Mans 


Cloathes : ard that EPITAPH of Saynt MARGARITE, 


our Queene, or of her Daughcer MAVDE, ſurnamed BONA; 
Proſpera non letam fecere >, nec aſpera trifilem , Cera riſms es, 
profpera terror erant : or that Triumph of G © D S Children , 
R 0 xc. 8. I am perſwyaded, that neyther lyfe>, nor death, ec. 
fpall bee able to ſeparate vs from the loueof GOD, Which 4s in 
CHRIST TESFS, For,as Proſperitic ſhould bee 1 A4K OBS 
Ladder, toclimbe to Heaven, to bcholde the bouncifull Liberalitie of 
GOD, and thar all His Benefites are farre above them 3; and ro con= 
ſider, thar if the LORD graunt ſuch plentie , even in opr baniſh- 
' ment , Whar varicties of Rarities, hath Heereſerved for vs, in our 
Countrey « And, there-fore, ſhould moue vs, to anoynt the Pillar, 
with the Oyle of Gladneitſc . So, the Commaundement in adverſitie, 
ſhould bee lyke Wyne,or Honey, mixed with Water, chaunging the 
taſte of the Water ; or, lyke as when Water is caſten vpon the Fyre, 
it not onelie- cauſeth the Fyre to burne the bolder; bur its nature is 
ſo chaunged, that it becommicth Fyte alſo : Even ſo, Adverſitie chann« 
geth both irs name and nature tothe Godly : Nabnuare becommerh 
payer; and Afflittions become Tryalls, Fyninges , Speaninges, 

Iggwuas, &c, and moveth the mynde to drawe nearer vito GOD, 
vvho lovinglie chaſtiſeth chem, that they periſh nor, with the wicked 
worlde, Neytherthe right hand, nor the lefc , of the concupiſcence 
of nature; neyther iraſcible, or laſt on the one parte, and theluſtes, 
and entyſing Flattcries, yea, the Obje&tes of the deceytfull Worlde, 
on the other parte. None of theſe, I ſaye, ſhould turne cyther kings, 
or anie others, from GODS Commaundementes. The wyſe Phi 
loſophers could przſcrybe Rules, for ſubduing of their Paſſions, and 
Alluremenctes 3 but they all came too ſhort. But, if wee holde the 
Ballanceof the LORDS Commaundementres in our bandes:,' and 
looke vnto ic, that the Statera bee perpendicular z then, all ,ocher 
thinges may bee connred burlight, and Refule, in re{pe of the 
weyght of GODS Commaundementes. Thirdlie : Neyther the 
right hand, nor the left, of the excellc, and defeft of Vertue, ſhould 


divert the king, or others: but it muſt bee knowne, 1n medio ſtat Vire 


tns: and thar golden Mediocritie is diligentlie to bee followed, And, 
there-fore, naked Grace , and Iuſtice, without handes, and Eyes, muſt 
leade Kinges, yea, and everie forte of people, forwardes, in this Way, 

H withour 
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* without anie deviation , declination , or deliration , even in the leaſt 
circumſtance, eyther wittinglie, or willinglie. Farther: wee may 
marke, thar as the king mult not turne co the right hand, nor to the 
left: ſo neyther muſt hee recurne, nor goc backe : for that were to re- 
turne with the Waters of lordene, or to flee from the preſence of 
the LORD, with the #gyptiavs, in the midſt of the Sea; or wich 
Toxnas, vato Taxsvs. Although G 0 ® would not bring 
the ISRAELIiTEsS thorowe the Land of the Philiftimes , leſt they 
ſeeing Warres , ſhould hauc beene afrayde ; yer wee muſt march for- 
wardes, and not bee lyke tothe IsRAtLITES, whoſayde , Let 
vs make_ a Captayn2_», and returne to AXeypt. Our King muſt 
no wayes bee this Captayne, nor anie other to leade vs, eyther vnto 
#gyþt, or Damaſcus, or Babel: Burt wee muſt conſtantlie, and cow- 
ragiouſlic, make our Progreile, nor onelie through the Palme Trees, 
bur alſo through all the Waters of Marab, of AﬀiQions ; and Mere- 
bab, of Temprations ; altho chrough the middeſt of fyerie Serpentes ; 
For, by this Guide, wee ſhall bee like Salamanders, and Pyrauſts, vn- 
ſcortched, if wee but looke to the newe brazen Serpent. Wee muſt 
not ſtand till, Non progredi in Via DOMI Nt, eff regredi, We muſt goe on 

. continuallie, alcho ir may be but like the olde man, going a ſlow pace, 
to OLymevs, yet hee came thither at laſt, Wee muſt continue out 
our journeying , I ſaye, although fourtic yeares, compaſiing the De- 
ſar; and, then, no doubr, at length , wee ſhall paſſe over lorDant, 
There-fore, let vs holde forwardes, in the Path-waye Zqualiter , and 
Equabiliter; not like vnto thoſe, who too haſtilie runne them-ſelues 
oucof breath, and then are forced co ſtand ſtill; beginning well, but 
leaving ſoone; even like the violent motion , ſwift at the firſt, and 
flow in theende. But ours ſhould bee like the natnrall motion, that 
is, the nearer that ic draweth to the proper place, it is aye the ſwifter. 

| Let vs run, that we may obtayne; marking the ſkill of the runners of. 
Morſes,who keepe vp,that the horſe tyre nor, bur that he may run moſt 
ſwiftlicin the ende » But yer vnmatchletTe is hee, who runneth both 
fieftand laſt ſwiftlic , without faynting , or fayling; for hee, indeede, 
ſhall recejue che Crowne.

Argument and motive, to enforce obedience, both vnto the 

Pracept and vſes, For, alchoughthe L OR D may ab» 

ſolucelie commaund, and His will ſhould bee a Reaſon and 
Lawez Yet heere-in is His Wiſedome , that Hee enjoyneth nothing, 
where-vnto Hee preaſſeth not to perſwade. And, although wee bee 
bound, abſolutelie to obey , without aniereſpe@ of Rewarde: yer, 
ſuch is His goodneſle, that, even to enamorate vs, with His loue 
and ſervice, Hee propoundeth vnto vs, manic large promiſes of Re- 
wardes. And, although a King may thinke, thac hee can bee ob- 
liſhed vntonone, and that none can rewarde him ; yet heere is a Su« 
periour, vnto whome all Kinges are greatlie obliſhed ; and, who ob- 
liſheth Himeſelfe, ro rewarde His inferiour, wich prolongation of 
dayes , To him, and to his Seede, Heere generallie marke: as this 
is the firſt Commaundemenc with promiſe, ( as the Apoſtle, Sayn&t 
PavE, ſayethto the ExrH=EsS1aNs, intheſixt CHaPpTaRR, 
and ſecond Verſe;) Honour thy Father , and thy Mother, &c. 
Enjoyning , that naturall, civill , and ſpirituall Parentes , bee ho- 
noured, that GODS Blefling may bee obtayned , So, like-wiſe, 
it ryeth Superioures , to hrue a care of Inferioures ; for, Relatiues in» 
clude one another. And, as this Promite of Rewarde, proporteth 
che former Ductics to bee performed by the King ; So, onthe contra» 
rie, in caſe of faylzie, the contrarie puniſhment , where-of there 
bee large Recordes, both of the Threarninges, and Exemples, inthe 
Booke of the Lawe, which the King ſhould haue. There-fore, this 
right hand, and the lefr , would bee looked vnto.

In the Benefice, wee mayy firſt, diſtinguiſh ro whome it is3 Se= 
condlie, Whar it is: Thirdlie, Where : and fourthlie , Amongſt 
whome, Everie one of theſe appeareth to bee a particular Blefling z 
ſuch is the Magnificence, and Munificence, of this GREAT KING, 
exceeding all other Kinges, in Benefites, admirable, .and incompree 
henſible. The firſt, to whome, is, Hee , and 11s Seede., Tr is not 
onelic the. generall Contract, betwixt G O D and the Fartnevas, 
" -T Will bethy GOD, and the GOD of thy Seedes and the particu- 
lar Covenant, betwixe G 0 D, and eyeric faythfull one, That rhery 
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Seede ſpall inberite the Land; as it is ſayde inthetwenticand fiue 
PsALME, and in manic other places of the ſacred SCRIPTYRE 8 
and the Faychfull mayc looke confidentlic for ir , if their Children 
continue inthe feare of the LORD, as is annexed vato the ſecond 
Commaundement: Bur, thisis a verie ſtrict Covenant, even be- 
twixt the GREAT SEGNIOPR of the Worlde, and the Les5s+e; 
That, who ſervech Him, and rulech for Him, Hee will bleſſe them, 
and their Poſteritie. This Hee performed vato Izv, according 
to His Promiſe, even for his zcale ( although it was not totall , nor 
finall) co Reformation , vnto the fourth Generation. -This Hee 
performed vnto DAv 1D, for his vprightneiſe, continuating his 
Race, and che reygae in his Race, almoſte a thouſande yeares, in 
ſome meaſure of Supremacie, As Kinges, then, holde their Crowns 
of GOD; So itisby Him , thac their Line and Poſteritie, is prz« 
ſerved coreygne. - This hath GOD evidentlie ſhowne by His Pro- 
phets, from tyme to ryme; and, in particular, when the Tribes fell 
away from the Houſeof Dav1vp, char thatching came from Him. 
When Athaliah intended to exſtirpate rhe whole Race of the Kine, 
by him was Toasn praeferved, by lzxnojeDAH, in the 
Houſeof the LORD. And, who can denye, but that the Roote 
of I ESSE, although ic ſecmeth co bee rotten, taketh roote downe- 


-wardes, and buddeth vpwardes? And, the Line and Race is couci- 
' \nued miraculouſlie, ro the Eye of Man: thar ofren-tymesFT wizge, 


and an Vnder-growth , becommetha Tree, when the olde Stocke is 
decayed This was not onelic ſeene in NaTHaanNs Poftciitie, 
when SALomoNs degenerated, according to that of the Pro. 
phec , Witte ths Man Chyldleſſe>, for none of him ſhall ſit 
opor the Throne of D AVID: meaning Incontan. Aud 
if thoſe which arc reckoned in the ſecond Booke of the CH RON I- 
CLES, werehis Children, as Chemnitias (citing Africanus, Damsſe 
cene, and Ambroſe, for his Authors) thinketh 3 yer they were reje- 
Red in the Covenant of Principalitie,and NaTaaNs allumed, of 


whom CHRIST came, according tothe Fleſh : and, Iyke-wyle, 
: this is evident in other Kingdomes, and eſpeciallie in this ; not one= 


liethat Kinges ſucceede lincallie, in their owne Kingdomes : but, thar 
by vertue of this Bleſſing, G OD hath vnited, even in one Shielde , 
the Lyons and the Libbardes, the whyteand thered Roſe; Bur, like- 
wiſe , the Thiſtle, and the Flowre-de-luce » There-fore, let thar of 
the PSALMIST beeremembered, thatby GODS Bleſling , all 
commeth 
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commeth to paſſe: Neither by correption , nor corruption z by force, 
. nor favour; by feare, nor fayntnelle; but, principallie, by the Do« 
nation'of the ALL-MIGHTISF, Author ;of the Race, Conti- 
nuator of the Reygne: For the which, Homage is due vnto Him , 
ſince Przferment commeth neycher from the Eaſt, nor fromthe Weſt; 
but onelie from Him, who tooke the Kingdome from SAvEEs 
Houſe, and gaue it vnto DAYID. 


In the ſeconde parte, wee may diſtinguiſh a Benefite, and a Me- 
morandum. The Bleſling is, Prolongation of dayes, If naturall 
lyfe , bee the Bleſſing of GOD, (as none may doubt, ) then the 
continuation and length chere-of, is a farther degree. And if to a 
private man theſe bee Benefites , then much more co a King, both for 
him-ſclfe, and his Realme. For, if it bee requiſite, fora wyſe and 
prudent man, to hane experience of thinges, as it was counted: in= 
creaſe, to the prudence of Y LYSSES, to haue ſcene manie mens - 
manners , and. manie Townes; then it muſt bee' an augmentation to 
the wiſedome of Kings, to hane experience of manie yeares z vyho 
haue to doe, not onelic with all Hercales Monſters, bur, alſo, with 
that chiefe ( the common People) of Monſters; where there are 
Q wot Capita , tot ſenſus. There-fore, the Poet bringeth in Ne#er , 
who had lived three Ages; giving counſelt continuallie to A G A « 
MEMNON, and AGAMEMNON. preferring ten NESTORS, 
ynto ren Ai1AxEsS. Alchough RemoBoam,in GODS 
judgement, lighclicd che counſell of the olde men, which had ſtoode 
before SALOMON, ( vvhichnone bur a fooliſh king woulde,. or 
will doe: ) .Fory although ſo;ne Difficiles querali ſenes, doe come 

layne , that Mulia vident, que- nollent: yet, hke-wiſc, Multa-videut, 
que vellent: and, others can confelſe wich Caro, Nibil babeo , quod 
ſeneftutem accaſem. los tpn governing Acre foure-ſcore 
| yeares 3 olde MoSEs, olde losvan , olde Cares, olde 
MAS1NISSA,, &Cc.. are Exemples of Priidence, and Governa« 
ment. ALEXANDERS Captaynes, Quorum nullus minor ſexages: 
waris , ordines duxit , may ſhowe, notonelie, Hac dare conſrliums ; but 
like-wiſe , Pagnare parata ſenefius. Then, length of dayes, for Wil». 
dome, governing, and ctling Eſtates, is a great Bleſſing, cvenas 
ISRAELL found, both in Church, and in Policie, in the ryme 
of DAVIDS Raygne, HEZEXKIAS praying for , and obtay» 
ning, the continuation of his lyfe, for eſtabliſhing of the Commone 
wealth, and Religion, isan Evidence. Like-wiſe, ſecondlie , this 
3  prolon; 
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prolongation of dayes, isa Bleſſing to all perſons , bue eſpeciallie to 


Kinges , even becauſe there-by they haue the greater Signes of the 
-Favour of G 0 D, where-by Hee more and more communicarerh 
His Bleſſing vnto them , which they ſhould account for moe Obliga- 
tions to ſerue Him. Forgnor onelie haue they aſſurance of Spirituall 
Bleſfinges confirmed; but, alſo, alarge vſe of temporall Sencfites, 
where-of, after this lyfe,there ſhall bee no vie. Thus their mynds are 
more conſolidate in GODS Mercies; and by theſe, as by a Touch. 
ſtone , more ſharpened, and ſer on edge, for to honour Him, For, 
if it bee vadoubred trueth , that hee which hath much Debt forgiven 
him, loveth much : then, like-wiſe, even hee who hath much gfe 
ven him, inalong lyfe. And, this ſhould bee the onelie count of 
long lyfe, why men ſhouldedelire ic, even that they maye ſerue 
the LORD the moreduetifullie. This is the Prophets, The dead 
cannot prayſe Thee : there is no rememberance of Thee in the_ 
Grane_ : the living, the living onelic-prajſes THY NAME. 
Thirdlie : Prolongation of dayes is a Benefite , becauſe, as our lyfe 
is by participation of the Goodneſfſe of GOD; ſo ſhould ir kythe, 
by communication of this Goodneffe, vnto others. If the Philoſo- 
phers Axiome bee true , Bonum quo communins eo preftantius : Since 
the prolongation of the lyfe of the King is good, of which good- 
neſſe all the SubjeRtes participate , ( fince for their good, Kinges are 
given: ) then the continuation of cheir lyues , ſhould bee an increaſe 
of this Goodneſſe: that their SubjeRtes may bee continuallie 4nbe- 
lantes, their long lyfe. Alchongh S 4 L O M O N ſhoulde ſuc. 
cecde ; yer their Eyes ſhould bee all vpon DAY 1DS lyfe: lince 
often-tymes it hath proved too true, that Omnis mutatio , eft periculs- 
fa: alchough that FECCLESIASTES for the people ſaye, that 
commonlie moe looke to the ryfing of the SyunNe, than to the 
going downe of the ſame. 


The Watch-worde is, of dayes. Although it bee a prolonga- 
tion, yet it is but of dayes. Thelongeſt daye that ever was, had an 
ende. Not onclic the long dayes of the Poets , which they feygned 
for their gods ; bur , like-wiſe, TOSVAHS daye, where-in both 
Sunne and Moone ſtoode ſtill; and HEZEXIAHS daye, where- 
in the Sunne went backwardes z yet,at laſt, the Sunne went downe : 
Even ſo, this lyfe, alchough ir ſhould laſt as long with anie, as ir 
did with METHVSALEM ,, yet, at laſt, it muſt haue an ende: 
And, there-forc, ( ſince Finis corona Opus : and , Finis movet effi- 
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cientem ad agendum : and the counſellis, Quicquid 4g as, pridenter ag as, 
e3 refþice finem, ) inthe ſhortnelle of this lyfe , like a daye, ſhorr , 
and vncercaine ;z or long, like a daye, and certaine, yet to haue an 
ende; Kinges, and all ſforres of people, ſhoulde remember, not 
onelie the long dayes, which che Poets haue feygned , in Inſulis For- 
tunatis : bur eſpeciallie to thinke vpon chat Ever-laſtingneſſe, which 
is to bee hecre=after. If chis lyfe bee ſhorr, let ic bee well ſpent, 
( and then it cannot properlie bee called ſhort: ) and, remember of 
Ecernitie. If it beelong, let it bee vertuous: and then it will bee a 
Pledge, even of a better long lyfe abyding. And chus, bee it ſhort, 
bee it long , Non miſere quiſquans , qui bene vixit , obit . | 


The third parte , where his lyfe ſhall bee prolonged , 7 his king- 
domes, It ſhall not bee CRAS/S parte, in CYR/S King» 
dome; nor IESCHONIAHS, in the Kingdome of BABELLz

D.x 0: andrenew his age, likethe Eagle. Secondlie! 17 hs king= 


dome_: Notonlie that GO D will continue his Scrength and entire 
Governament , that neyther Hee ſtirre vp agaynſthima REZIN , 
nor HADDAD, nor IER0BO0AM, to trouble him, or diſquyer 
his Reygne, or diminiſh-his Empyre, or rent it: But Hce will prz- 
ferue his Dominion and Kingdome ſafe; not made Tributarie eyther 
with REHOBOAM, or ZEDIXKIAH; nor made an vnder- 
king, with the kings of SODO ME and GOMORRAH; nor 
recciue a Tutoriane Kingdome, as HIRCANVS, or AHER- 
BALL, and HIEMPSALL, Yea, Hee will keepe him, with 
IosHvaAH, thatnone ſhall bee able to ſtand agaynſt him, all the 
dayes of his lyfe 3 and, his Territories vnblaſted , vnſhaken, and 
ynvaſted, eyther with inteſtine Difcordes , or externall Invaſions of 
the Enemie, Thus the Munition, Strength , and Safc-guarde, of a 
Kingdome, and Nation, is THz Fraxz oF GOD, and 
H 4. care: 
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careof HIS Worſhip. Let others truſt in Horſes, and multitudes 
of Armies: But, O LORD, lift vp Thy favourable Counte. 
mance vpon vs; Bee mercitull ro HIERVSALEM; Ler Thy 
Peace bee with Her, and Proſfpcritie within Her Palaces , 


The fourth poynt, is, amongſt whome: even amidde# his I $- 
RAELL, his owne People: thar hee ſhall not neede to fecke Co- 
lonies of Strangers , to poſſelſe the Land; orto bring in Strangers , 
ro bee his Guarde: or to ſecke for an Armado of Aliantes, vyhich 
hath bene the wracke of manic Countreys, and Common-wealths , as 
hath beene knowne, in the rvine of the Kingdomes of I $SRAELL 


and I/DAH, truſting ro SYRIA and AGYPT: in the rtine 


of the Empyre of ROME, and CONSTANTINOPLE: 
of the Kingdome of SICILZIE, of the Kingdome of the 
GAWLES, of the BRITONES, &c. but CAmidadeit hy I $- 
RAELL, his owne People, of one Language, Manners, and Con- 
ditions ; hee and they mutually ſtryving,in Concord, and Loue,to doe 
Duetic. Secondlies ISRAELL , whoſe Manners declare the 
Originall of their Name , Prevayimg With G O D, and obeying

them : and, there-fore, ſuchaK1NGs, of jucha People, whar is 
hee not able to doe? or, What can bee too harde for him? AB1- 
TAH, withhis ue ISRAELITES, in one daye, killeth 
500000 falſe ISKAELITES. ASA fearing GOD, and de- 
pending vpon Him, with his reformed I1SRAELITES, over- 
threwe the FTHIOPIANS, and L/BIMS. IEHOSO- 
PAHAT, with his ſantified ISRAEBAITES, truſtingin GOD, 
put the hoaſte of Aliantes, and Strangers, nor onelic ro the rout, bur 
alſo to the edge ot the Sworde z obtayning that famous ViRorie, for 
which the Valley vatill chis daye carricth the Name, vnto the zter- 
nall Commendation of ſucha KiNs, andſucha People. And, 


| thereefore, let both Kinges and People heere take a Parterne, ard. 


cowrage , Vt converiant rebus nomina-z to bee; ISAAELL, according 
tothe 
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totheeleion in Fayth , and Godlie Manners ; to bee the Spiricuall 
IsR AELL, the Children of ABRAHAM, in CHRIST 
IESVS, theCaprayne of the LORDS Hoaſtes, O, what 
an happie King is ſuch a one! O, what a bleſſed People are thoſe, 
whoſe Guerde and Guide is the LOR D! They ſhall match , and 
our-match , DAVIDS Worthies , over-comming the Worlde by 
Fayth , they ſhall bee accounted amiddeſt the true Nobles, and Con- 
queronres of CHRIST, farre more famous than ALEXAN- 
DER, ( who ſubduing Kingdomes , was a Slaue vnto his owne 
Paſſiones: ) but they denying them-ſclues, and raking the-Yoake 
of CHRIST IESVS yvpon'them, ſhall finde reſt vnto their 
Soules; and ſhall beecſteemed worthie,to lic vpon Thrones, for to 
judge the twelve Tribes of ISRAELL.
